Robert Sinclair was a wealthy importer 
of tropical fruits, who had a large ware- 
house on the Philadelphia river front. Ho 
came to the Quaker City as a boy, from 
Columbia, Fa He was without friends or 
capital, but his energy soon secured both, 
and he opened a store for himself and 
prospered Before he was 2 his agents 
were knuwn at every port of any import- 
ance in the West Indies. His business had 
grown from one smal! shop to a large ware- 
house. 

His thoughts then began to turn toward 
matrimony. 

During a visit to some friends in Chester 
County, about 14 years ago, he saw the tace 
of a beautiful young girl of English type. 

She was an English girl, had beea born in 
Kent where her father was a hop farmer. 
She had been transplanted to tke soll of 
Pennsylvania when 10 years old, but when 
Sinclair saw her at 16 she still retained the 
health and the rosy bloom of the Kentish 
hills. “The Layes’ girl,’’ as she was known, 
was under size ard fleshy, but her eyes were 
brown and lustrous and her hai> was riot- 
ously profuse.

Yet the administration must fa- 
vor the method which kills every native in 
front of a skirmish line, or else it would not 
have chosen one of the men it did for pro- 
motion to one or two vacant brigadierships. 
The moral effect of the appointments on the 
army is bad.

Mrs. Fannie Graham Bryan has filed in 
the St. Louis County Circuit Court at Clay- 
ton a petition for divorce from Francis T.

Circuit Clerk Hollocher was re- 
quested not to permit the newspapers or 
individuals to become aware of the institu- 
tion of the suit.

TWO VIEWS OF DUTY AND DESTINY 

“Duty and destiny”’ are the twin pleas by which the Pres!i- 
dent and his supporters have endeavored to justify the revo- 
lutionary steps taken in the direction of empire. 

Under cover of the assumption that duty and destiny re- 
quired it we have taken of Porto Rico and the 
Philippines with the avowed intention of holding and govern- 
ing them as subject peoples outside of the constitution and 
not eligible for citizenship in the union of states. 

“Duty and destiny’’ under Mr. McKinley's interpretation has 
led us to the government by force and the taxation without 
representation of the Porto Ricans; it has led us to acquire 
a title to the Philippines by purthase and to maintain it by 
force. We are endeavoring to crush and reduce to subjec- 
tion the Filipinos who are fighting for independence, for the 
right to govern themselves. 

Whither the pathway pointed out by this view of duty and 
destiny leads is clear. Government of conquered peoples held 
in subjection by military power is imperial government, which 
repudiates the principle of liberty and assaults the founda- 
tion of free government. 

In the eloquent peroration of his Indianapolis speech Mr. 
Bryan gave another interpretation of the duty and destiny 
of the American people—one widely at variance with that 
of Mr. McKinley: He said: . 

I can conceive of a national destiny surpassing the 
glories of the presént and the past—a destiny which 
meets the responsibilities of today and measures up 
to the possibilities of the future. 

Behold a republic, resting securely upon the founda- 
tion stones quarried by revolutionary patriots from 
the mountain of eternal truth—a republic applying in 
practice and proclaiming to the world the self evi- 
dent propositioi that all men are created equal; that 
they are endow2d with inalienable rights; that gov- 
ernments are mstituted among men to secure these 
rights; that governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. 

Behold a republic in which civil and religious 'ib- 
erty stimulate ail to earnest endeavor, and in which 
the law restrain; every hand uplifted for a neigh- 
bor’s injury—a republic in which every citizen is a 
sovereign, but in which no one cares to wear & 
crown.

AN ONANSWERABLE. ARGUMENT 


From Friday’s New York World. 

The independent press of the country 
coincides with the view expressed by the 
World yesterday that Mr. Bryan's speech 
of acceptance was ‘“‘the most logical, elo- 
quent and convincing of all his public ef- 
forts."’ It is a masterly presentation of the 
paramount of the campaign and a 
splendid evidence of real intellectual power. 
It combines ardor without intemperance, 
argument without abuse, and fire without 
fanaticism. No greater political speech 
has been delivered in this country within 
the last decade. 

Reginning at the beginning, Mr. 
truly says that— 

If the 3acon resolution had been adopted 
by the Senate and carried out by the Presi- 
dent, either at the time of the ratification 
of the treaty or at any time afterward, 
it would have taken the question of im- 
perialism out of politics and left the Amer- 
ican people free to deal with their domestic 
problems. 

The defeat of this resolution by the cast- 
ing vote of the vice-president, and the 
practical abdication of Congress in leaving 
the entire management of this most im- 
portant question to the President, was the 
beginning of the policy of imperialism. It 
substituted one vacillating man’s judgment 
or caprice for the will of the American 
people. 

Mr. Bryan touches the most vital point 
of the discussion in Saying that— 

Those who would have this nation enter 
upon a Career of empire must consider not 
only the effect of imperialism on the Fili- 
pinos, but they must also calculate its ef- 
fect upon our own nation. We cannot re- 
pudiate the principle of self-government in 
the Philippines without weakening that 
principle here. 

And he indicates with unnerring finger 
wherein this departure from our basic prin- 
ciple has hurt the republic. The nation Is 
no longer free to express, as heretofore, 
“its sympathy with all those who are 
fighting for civil liberty.” We speak of 
freedom with bated breath. Not only 80, 
but “if we have an imperial policy we must 
have a large standing army as its natural 
and necessary equipment.”’ That this ts in- 
tended by the Republican leaders, says Mr. 
Bryan, “is not a mere matter of conjec- 
ture, but a matter of fact.”’ 

Concerning the status of the Filipinos, 
Mr Bryan cites with approval the declara- 
iion of the national platform that “they 
cannot be citizens without endangering our 
civilization, and cannot be subjects without 
endangering our form of government.” A 
republic, he declares, can have no subjects. 
Citing the Republican promise to secure to 
the Filipinos ‘‘the largest measure of self- 
government consistent with their welfare 
and our duties,”’ Mr. Bryan cogently asks: 
In what respect does the position of the 
Republican party differ from the position 
taken by the English government in 1776? 
Did not the English government promise 
a good government to the colonists? What 
king ever promised a bad government to 
his people? Did not the English govern- 
ment promise that the colonists should 
have the largest measure of self-govern- 
ment consistent with their welfare and En- 
glish duties? Did not the Spanish govern- 
ment promise to give to the Cubans: the 
largest measure of self-government con- 
sistent with their yelfare and Spanish du- 
ties? 
There is no true answer to these ques- 
ticns that does not overthrow the Repub- 
lican position in regard to the Philippines. 
As Mr. Bryan tersely says: 

The whole difference between a 
archy and a republic may be summed up 
in one sentence. In a monarchy the king 
gives to the people what he believes to be 
a good government; in a republic the peo- 
ple secure for themselves what they be- 
lieve to be a good government. 

Meeting Mr. McKinley's claim of a 
“duty” and “obligation’’ to hold the {sl- 
ands, Mr. Bryan pointedly says that ‘“‘duty 
is not an argument, it is a conclusion,’’ 
and must be decided upon well-settled prin- 
ciples of right. ‘‘Force can defend a right, 
but force has never yet created a right,’’ 
proclaims this eloquent apostle of freedom. 
And he affirms that— 

If it was true, as declared in the resolu- 
tions of intervention, that the Cubans “are 
and of right ought to be free and independ- 
ent (language taken from the Declaration 
of Independence), it is equally true that 
the Fillpinos ‘‘are and of right ought to be 
free and independent.’’ 

As to the “obligation” allewed to have 
been put upon us by our conquest of Spain, 
Mr. Bryan replies: 

First, that the highest obligation of this 
nation is to be true to itself. No obliga- 
tion to any particular nation, or to all na- 
tions combined, can require the abandon- 
ment of our theory of government.and the 
substitution of doctrines against which our 
whole national life has been a _ protest. 
And, secongl, that our obligations to the 
lilipinos who inhabit the islands are great- 
er than any obligation which we can owe 
to foreigners who have a temporary resi- 
dence in the Philippines or desire to trade 
there. 

Is there any escape from this argument? 
Could there be anything more essentially 
American than this logic?

‘We have no-intention of abandoning 
medicine. On the contrary, we shall use! 
it with great freedom. We will not admin. 
ister it, however, in the old way. We wil! 
diffuse it through the affected parts by the 
use of electric current over electrodes. This 
process is technically known as cataphore. 
sis. 

“Electricity is recognized now by all rep- 
utable physicians as a necessary adjunct 
to the practice of medic‘ne. All prescribe 
electric currents for certain troubles, and 
I have no doubt that the field of electric- 
ity will widen as our knowledge ae 
therapeutic possibilitfes expands. s 
useful for a general treatment of the con- 
stitution, but its benefits are most notice- 
able when it can be applied to a particu- 
lar part of the body. For that reason, the 
movement to start a sanitarium devoted 
exclusively to electrical treatment {s meet- 
ing with the hearty co-operation of the 
medical fraternity of the city.

PARIS, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Potter Palmer pro- 


wided all the fun the American colony had 


last week by the {ndignant letter she wrote 
to one Hobson, who, having cabled from 
New York to insure that rooms be reserved 
here for him, descended with his family 
upon Mrs. Palmer’s place as soon as he 
reached Paris. 

Having been roughly ejected, Hobson filed 


nm damage suit and produced as evidence 


that his mistake was genuine, several in- 
vitation cards reading that Mrs. Palmer 
would receive at her “hotel” on such and 
such a day. 

When the legal papers were served on 
Mrs. Palmer she wrote Hobson an indig- 
nant letter, resenting the alleged insult of- 
fered to her. Hobson in replying said he 
failed to realize how he could insult a noted 
Chicago hotel keeper by imagining that he 
maintained a similar establishment in 
Paris. 

The Whole correspondence was aired in 
the papers published here in English. The 
mistake doubtless arose from the fact that 
the word “hotel” is often used in French 
as it was on Mrs. Palmer's card, to signify 
a lofty private mansion. 


GIANTESS WED AMID. REVELS 


Unmercifully Beats the Groom, a 


Young Boston Artist Named Evans, 


Three Days After the Marriage.

PARIS, Aug. 11.—Weird stories come from 
Marlotte village, in the forest of Fontaine- 
bleau, which is much frequented by artists 
every summer, including a large colony of 
American painters, men and women. 

A week ago Julian Evans, a Boston art 
student, 23 years old, married at Marlotte 
a famous giantess model, Alexandrine 
Jaunet, who, despite her abnormal size, ie 
s0 marvelously proportioned that she has 
been nicknamed ‘‘Venus Samothrace.”’ 

The wedding was celebrated with wild 
ceremonies by all the artists of the colony, 
and many went for the occasion from 
Paris, the number reaching 600. The country 
population appealed to the authorities to 
stop the disgraceful orgies and forestry 
guards were sent to break - the revels. 

Three days after the marriage Evans was 
terribly thrashed by his Venus. He ig still 
in bed and she, now sober, is devotedly 
nursing him. 


POPE'S LOVE FOR AMERICA 


He Assures Archbishop Ireland That 
Reports of Hostility of Vatican 
to This Country Are False.

ROME, Aug. 11.—The Pope, when receiv- 
ing Archbishop Ireland recently, expressed 
great gratification at the manner in which 
the archbishop had upheld the dignity of 
the American Catholic Church at the un- 
veiling of the Lafayette monument in 
Paris. 

His holiness, referring to the charge that 
the Vatican was secretly hostile to the 
United States, said: 

“On the contrary, we warmly recognize 
the great mission of America as.the agent 
of civilization and progress in which re- 
ligion is the leading factor. Consequently, 
instead of despising, we place entire con- 
fidence in vour energetic, go-ahead nation.”

ROME, Aug. 11.—King Victor Emmanuel 
LIT took the formal constitutional oath to- 
day, before Parliament. The Senate cham- 
ber was draped with mourning, the benches 
and tribunes being covered with black fur- 
nishings, bordered with silver. The cham- 
ber was filled with senators and deputies, 
high officials of state and the diplomatic 
corps. 

The booming of cannon announced the 46- 
parture of the royal party from the Quirl- 


nal. All along the route large crowds were

tion. 

He was received at the steps of the Sen- 
ate by the committees of the Chamber of 
Deputies and Senate, in a pavilion especially 
erected and handsomely decorated. When 
the cortege entered the Senate chamber, the 
King, being accompanied by the Duke of 
Aosta, the Count of Turin and the Duke of 
Genoa, the deputies and senators arose, and 
then began a long and exciting scene of en- 
thusiasm. His majesty later took the oath 
and delivered an address.

During the ceremony of taking the oath, 
the King stood, as did those who ass;isted 
in the function, including the queens 2nd 
the princesses.

Then it is that he brings that 
other game into play.

It’s like a 
thunderbolt, and if Corbett can stand it 
then he’s better than I ever gave him 
credit for. I know what I'm talking about. 
All the ‘Kid’ will have to do ts to get in 
shape, be good and strong, and he'll win 
sure. But he must do it quick or he'll lose 
the decision.

Corbett 
can't hit, and the ‘Kid’ is too game to quit 
before anybody. He'll fight the best he can 
but he hasn't the stamina, and Corbett 
may outbox him. 

“In Corbett you find nothing of the fight- 
er. He {s a boxer pure and simple, with an 
njection of the sprinter. He can't hit to 
urt anybody. With McCoy he doesn't 
class, and that’s why he'll lose. It doesn't 
make much difference about his condition. 
Corbett has but one style. That !s the left- 
hand jab a feint, and a run. I’ve got a 
atent to beat him and his great feat, and 

know I could do him quick. I'll show it 
to McCoy if he wants to know it, for I want 
to see that bluffer get it good and hard. 

“That’s my honest opinion of the way I 
think matters between Cornett and McCoy 
will terminate. It's going to be a fight be- 
tween a mere boxer and a man who isa 
combination of a fighter and boxer.’

JEFFRIES CHALLENGES FITZ 


Will Fight Him Before Sept 1 and Will 
Also Take on Sharkey— 
Fitz Is Willing. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—James J. Jeffries, 
champion heavyweight of the world, to-day 
issued an open letter in which he says he 
is anxious to give Fitzsimmons and Tom 
Sharkey each another chance for the cham- 
pionship belt before September 1.

According 
to the Greek historians Phayllus of Cro- 
ton hopped, stepped and jumped 655 feet, 
and at another anniversary of the Olymp- 
lan games, Chionis, an Athenian athlete, 
was credited with 52 feet, so our lads should 
easily negotiate 3 feet. 

“The shot-put competition will weed out 
all but the best four men who will again 
try conclusions in the third part of the 
pentathlon, which will be the throwing of 
the spear. One man will lose out in this 
contest, leaving three to participate in a 
hundred-vards dash around a turning 
stake. Only the first and second men in 
the run will be eligible to take part In 
the final bout of the pentathlon, which 
will be a wrestling contest. The final vic- 
tor, as of yore, will be hailed as the all- 
round champion and receive as his reward 
a diamond-studded gold medal.

The police and a wrecking crew came 
with jackscrews.

BECAUSE UNION LABEL WAS NOT 
ADOPTED. 


THIRTY-ONE QUIT WORK. 


Union Had Just Been Formed and 
Strike Followed Demand for Recog- 
ntition Upon the Manager.

Thirtyone 
at the Welle-Boettler Bakery 
establishment, Vandeventer avenue 
Forest Park boulevard, went on a 
yesterday afternoon. 

The strikers are members of Bakers’ 
Union No. 15 of this city, which is affill- 
ated with the Central Trades and Labor 
Union and the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

The cause of the walk-out was the 
fusal of the officers of the company 
sign a contract agreeing to -use the 
label on a'l its products in the future. 

According to the story told by the strik- 
ing bakers their action of yesterday was the 
list step in an organized eitort on the purt 
of the union men to combat the Boss Ba- 
kers’ Protective and Benevolent Assocla- 
tion. 

“There are 220 members of this bosses’ 
association’’ Henry Eschenbroeder of the 
executive committee of the Bakers’ Union 
told the Post-Dispatch correspondent to 
nieht, ‘“‘and they have agreed never to 
adopt the union label. Well, we bakers are 
in .o do some fighting and organizing our- 
selves. 

"Il went to work at Welle-Boettler’s about 
a month ago. It was a non-union shop. 
They didn't know that I was a union man. 
I started to organize the men at once and 
recently perfected the organization. 

“Then we decided to present a contract 
calling for the adoption of the union la- 
bel to the officers of the company and ask 
them to sign it. This morning we did so. 
When the committe: presented the contract 
to Mr. Boettler and Mr. Ruhe, who are re- 
spectively president and vice president of 
the company, they told us they would not 
sign the contract. Then we called a spe- 
cial meeting of the union. At that meeting 
it was decided to strike if the company 
still refused. Another committee was ap- 
pointed to see Mr. Boettler and Mr. Ruhe. 
It called on them, and was ordered out of 
the office.’’ 

Walking Delegate Henry Benner called 
the men out. The committee which made 
the second call comprised Messrs. Benner 
Eschenbroeder, Charles Ha thn, ph Per- 
rin, Louis Oftenbrink | and Chris Fritz.

it is truly a novel sight to see men, young 
and old, merry and dignified, walking and 
riding around town and dining at high- 
priced restaurants in what the uninitiated 
would call “their shirt sleeves.’’ There is 
one restaurant downtown in the center of 
the Wall-street district which is patronized 
“by many bankers and brokers, and dur ng 
the three or four hot days last week the 
dining room was dotted with men in negli- 
gee shirts and minus their coats. In the 
women's restaurant, which is supposed to 
very exclusive and where the slightest 
infraction of the rules of dress make a 
man ineligible, the shirtwaist man is 
rigueur. 

To call a man a “shirtwaist man”’ 
to convey the impression of effeminacy. In 
Boston, where the shirtwaist man is in- 
creasing with great rapidity, and in Phil- 
adetphia. where he !s struggling along to- 
ard recognition, the printed accounts of 
him are more or tess or a guying nature 
He is held up as an object of ridicule and 
is accused of being a Miss Nancy. Maybe 
that's what he is in Boste® and Philade!}- 
phia. It isn't what he is in New York. On the 
he is the voung man of muscle 
and parts in the metropolis.

absolutely necessary to drink or smoke. 
Perhaps this was as much due to my per- 
sonal repugnance to the stuff as to any- 
thing else. 

There is no question but that a man 
whose brain is befuddled by drink is a dan- 
gerous man to be entrusted with an impor- 
tant And any man who drinks fre- 
quently is liable to get just in this state. 
Some of the best men, that is, when who 
possessed the greatest native ability, were 
men who allowed the taste for liquor to 
get the better of them. As soon as this is 
the case the days of usefulness to the de- 
partment for such a person is over and he 
must find employment elsewhere. Most of 
the men who leave the department, on 
charges. owe their downfall to drink. 

Although I do not drink or smoke my- 
self, 1 do not suppose that at any time for 
years since I have been at the head of the 
detective department a day has elapsed but 
that a bottle of good whisky and a box of 
cigars has been in my desk of easy access. 
J appreciate the value of the commodities. 
I have the cigars for my friends, who call 
on me occasionally. I keep the liquor for 
my friends, the enemy, who are brought in- 
to my private office daily. Some of you 
newspaper people call my private office the 
“sweat box.”’ 

These people who are brought in are in- 
variably suspected of some crime. Some- 
times they are guilty and sometimes they 
are innocent.-I always have a talk with 
them and they often give me valuable in- 
formation. In many cases the person to be 
questioned is highly nervous. A stimulant 
qulets him. Sometimes they expect to be 
treated roughly by me. These people do 
not know me, else they would not entertain 
any such an idea, A drink from my flask 
and a cigar from my box invariably sets 
them at rest and they talk much freer 
than they would otherwise. Both liquor and 
has its uses, else it would not be 


Case, 


tobacco 


here, and I endeavor to use it right. 

I am inclined to the opinion that tobacco 
is injurious to health. My opinion is formed 
from observation rather than by experi- 
ence. I have smoked cigars. But I do not 
remember of ever smoking a cigar in St. 
Louis. Last year while I was down at 
Nashville attending the national conven- 
tion of police chiefs I smoked two or three 
cigars. They did not make me sick and, 
in fact, I rather enjoyed them. But I never 
have any desire to smoke while I am at 
home on duty, and when I am in St. Louis 
I am always on duty. 

The cigarette habit is one of the worst 
habits that a man can form, Not all cigar- 
ette smokers are “hop flends,” but all 
smokers of opium are “cigarette fiends.”’ 
And it has been my observation that near- 
ly all ‘thop flends’’ are criminals of some 
sort of orther. Then I think that when one 
forms the cigarette habit his intellect is 
dimmed. His memory is not so reliable as it 
was before he allowed the habit to master 
him. I have noticed this of men on our 
force and we do everything we can to dis- 
courage the smoking of cigarettes. The 
Board of Police Commissioners even went 
so far as to cause large placards to be 
printed and placed conspicuously in all 
buildings under the control of the police 
forbidding the smoking of cigarettes on 
the premises. 

Detectives have a better opportunity to 
pick up these “bad habits’ than men in 
most other callings. and they have to be 
cautious. Our men are, as a whole, as re- 
liable as are to be found anywhere, and 
yet every once in awhile it is necessary ta 
discipiline someone. A detective is only hu- 
man and we condone his offense if they 
come at rare intervals, but if reliable in- 
formation reaches me that he has suc- 
cumbed to the influence of liquor often a 
place is made for him outside of the de- 
partment.

While the national chairmen are very busty 
devising plans for sucess, they also find time 
to raise the bulk of the campaign funds. 
They delegate to others the task of selecting 
and sending out literature, engaging and as- 


signing speakers, receiving callers and ane 
swering correspondence and studying re- 
ports on conditions in the various states. 
Speakers are told the subjects on which 
they may talk, and they are directed as 
to how they shall handle those subjects. If 
{t is found that a certain line of argument 
is received with disfavor In a certain state, 
the speakers in that state are warned to 
shift their arguments in accordance with 
new instructions. If a discussion of the 
money question promises more votes in @ 
given state than a discussion of imperialism, 
the @ eakers of the respective parties are 
notified to talk finance. In states where the 
veters stem to care more for speeches on 
impertalism than finance, the spellbinders 
are directed to talk imperialism. A dozen 
and one straws of this kind have to be 
watched constantly, the campaign man- 
agers realizing that failure to act promptly 
may result in the loss of a state whose eled- 
toral vote may be essential to success. 

No feature of the campaign ts watched by 
the national chairman more closely than the 
preliminary and the final canvasses of the 
voters. Both parties soon will have under 
way a canvass of every voting precinct This 
will show in a general way how many of 
the voters favor Bryan and how many favor 
McKinley. It also will show who of the vote 
ers are doubtful, who are inclined to favoP 
Bryan and who lean toward McKinley. The 
taking of this canvass costs a tremendous 
sum of money, buée the party managers must 
have it in order to gauge the outlook. They

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View So Uninviting That Rents in the 


Neighborhood Have Depreciated and Thieves Have Made 
Many Depredations on the Abandoned Property. 


T YLOUIS- has one picturesque ruin 
S that is becoming ancient. It is the 

old city hospital’s dismantled re- 
mains. Stark and bare in the sunlight, 
damp and dready in the rain, grim and 
ghostly by night, the ruins of the hospital, 
as left by the great tornado of 18%, stand, 
lean and repose in the midst of South St. 
Louts, the quaintest curio in the city’s col- 
lection. 

These ruins are the sole reminder of the 
.« eyclone. The thousands of other dismantled 
buildings have been rebuilt, the uprooted 
trees have been replaced by fresh young 
shoots. the debris has been cleared, the 
grass of five summers is green on the 
graves of those who perished in that terri- 
ble and swift catastrophe, time has healed 
in part the wounds of sorrow. 


Still the ruins of the hospital remain. 

In Lafayette Park the new trees have at- 
tained a sturdy growth, the courting lovers 
who sit beneath their shade are marrying 
bearing and dying. ‘the world moves on, 
new occasions teach new duties. 

Rut still the ruins of the hosnvital remain. 

Tides ebb and flow. Walbridge yields to 
Fiegenhein, the new City Hall at least has 
a foof over it. the World’s Fair ts a thing 
of substantial figment. 

But still the ruins of the hospital re- 
main—‘‘lest we forget, lest we forget.”’ 

Tt was remarked by a householder oppo- 
site the wreck. of the hospital that the cit- 
izens’ committee did not drive Admiral 
Dewey past the ancient ruin. 

‘When. distinguished vjsitors come _ to 
town,” said this citizen, ‘‘we don't bring 
them around this neighborhood. We steer 
clear of that awful evesore to this other- 
wise respectable community. We are not 
proud of it. Why don’t we remove if?’ 

This is a question which many St. Louis 
citizens are asking. The residents and 
property owners in the immediate vicinity 
have asked it for four years. They feel 

that the city owes them the duty of com- 

pleting the destruction. of the old hospital 
and clearing the ground of the refuse and 
the unsightly walls, ragged and crumbling, 
which they claim, are depreciating the value 
of their property. 


It is said that rental value in the build- 
ings facing the ruins has materially de- 
preciated. Until the street car strike there 
were many vacant houses. Since the strike 
began a number of families living far 
south have found it necessary to move far- 
ther uptown, and most of the flats and resi- 
dences are occupied now; but the resi- 
dents are unable to appreciate the esthe- 
tic value of the ugly old hulk that stares 
at them night and day from its numerous 
empty casements. 

But it must not be presumed that the 
wreck is just as the cyclone left it. Since 
ther, it has changed vastly, and for the 
worse. It is uglier. 

The old hospital, in fact, has been the 
victim of two great storms. The first was 
the elemental storm of May 27, 1896. The 
second was a general storming by the un- 


ruly element of the population after the 


great street railway. strike began May &, 
1900. 

When the police were withdrawn from 
their regular beats to guard transit com- 
pany property an irresistible temptation 
was presented by the old hospital wreck, 
People needed kindling wood and planks 
for back yard fences. They needed win- 
dow panes to patch up injuries inflicted by 


escorted the other officials up to the third 
story of the ruin. 

“I'll wager that those people will steal 
the stairway before we get down,” he re- 
marked. 

Swingley and Longfellow laughed. They 
inspected the third floor and walked down 
the stairway to the second. When this 
floor had been inspected they started to 
descend to the ground. Haines had fpre- 
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stones badly aimed at street cars and bul- 
lets badly aimed at street crowds. 

The people came to the old hospital in 
droves. They brought wagons, picks and 
hammers. They pried up the floors of the 
building and hauled away the lumber. They 
took even the heavy joists that supported 
the floors. They wrenched loose the win- 
dow frames. They tore off the shutters. 
They carried away everything that was 
loose and that could be made loose by her- 
culean labors. : 

Every window frame in the several build- 
ings were appropriated. Only two shutters 
remain of the hundreds that had swung 
in the breezes of four vears. With the ex- 
ception of two or three rooms all the floor- 
ing was carted away. 

The gleaners did not stop at the wood- 
work. They helped themselves to a consid- 
erable quantity of the stone and brick work. 
Many of the big stones in the corners and 
side walls were pried loose and hauled off. 
Some of them helped to build barricades on 
car tracks; others went into boys’ play- 
houses. 


So far as was possible the old structure 
was wrecked by certain persons acting on 
their own initiative while the police were 
elsewhere. 

Building Commissioner Longfellow was 
informed one day that much valuable build- 
ing material was being stolen from the 
premises. With Fire Chief Swingley and 
Assistant Fire Chief Thomas Haines of the 
Third district he went down to investigate. 
Mr. Haines lives in that neighborhood. He

ness the ruin possessed was destroyea. 

From time to time since 189% more or 
less brick and stone have been taken from 
the wreck for building purposes in connec- 
tion with city institutions. The House of 
Refuge and the Poorhouse have used some 
of this material. At present Assistant Fire 
Chief Haines and half a dozen firemen are 
engaged in obtaining enough bricks from 
the west wing to build a warehouse for the 
fire department at Twentieth street and 
Washington avenue. It is necessary to 
keep a policeman on duty all night to pre- 
vent the loosened bricks from being 
stolen. 

Another feature of the ruin must not be 
overlooked. Shortly after the cyclone a 
detachment from the fire department pulled 
down portions of the wreck that seemed 
likely to fall. From time to time sections 
of wall have fallen. No one has been killed, 
but one old woman was crippled for life. 

The high brick smokestack, standing apart 
from the buildings, is cracked almost entire- 
ly across, yet the boys of the neighborhood 
piay under it daily. The hospital grounds 
are open to anv one who cares to go there. 
Hundreds of boys fly kites, play ball and en- 
gage in other amusements, such as hide- 
and-seek, on the grounds and amid the 
crumbling walls. 


In the outer court of the hospital, between 
the there are five open cisterns. The 
circular opening at the top of each is about 
three feet in diameter. The cisterns are 
sixteen feet deep and filled with water to 
within three feet of the top. They are 
twenty feet in diameter. Small boys of the 
neighborhood have fine sport in sitting on 
the coping and dabbling their naked feet 
and legs in the water. Sometimes they let 
themselves down, hanging by their hands, 
and enjoy a suspended bath.

One of the cisterns which had a larger 
opening than the others was used as a 
swimming pool by the adventurous urchins. 
They stuck a pole through the bottom and 
climbed down it, firemen-like, to flop around 
in the stagnant water, swimming out under 
the overhanging walis of the cistern. As- 
sistant Fire Chief Haines observed the 
danger the boys were in, and he filled up 
the cistern with refuse bricks. 

The other cisterns are still open to the 
public, and the boys still dabble their toes 


lars was stolen, and whatever picturesque- 
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in their cooling waters. This fact is men 
tioned merely to serve as a hint for search- 
ers whenever any lost boys in South St. 
Louis may be reported. 

There is a general demand in the neigh- 
borhood that this dangerous and unsightly 
old ruin be removed. The people want to 
know what the city is going to do about 
it. There have been several suggestions. 
One man thinks the present administration 
intends to permit the ruins to become moss- 
grown and ivy-hung, like the ancient cas- 
tles of the Rhine, and advertise the relic 
as the only ancient castle in America. 

Some are of opinion that the ruins should 
be cleared away and the grounds be trans- 
formed into a park. The hospital property 
occupied the entire block bounded by La- 
fayette avenue, Carroll street, Grattan 
street and Fourteenth street. 

Others, and they seem to be in a vast 
majority, think that the city should build 
a new hospital there, inasmuch as the pres- 
ent structure used for hospital purposes .s 
so Inadequate to the needs and is itself 
crumbling to decay.

T is undeniable that the old city hospital 
| property should be put to a better use 
than that of a dangerous playground 
for children. We are much in need of & 
new hospital, and fn time doubtless one will 
be built there. 
Some time ago it was suggested and 
urged that the wrecked buildings be sold 
to a contractor and torn down. The con- 


tractor was to clear the ground and 
leave them in fair shape. 

This matter was discussed before the 
board of public improvements. Mayor Zie- 
genhein, being a practical buflder himself, 
urged that the city retain the old building, 
so that the material might be used in the 
construction of the less important parts of 
the new structure. 

There is now a bill before the Municipal 
Assembly providing for a new hospital, in 
which ‘the use of the old material is taken 
into consideration.

ACK of funds and lack of somebody 

& to take the initiative are responsible 

for the retention of the old hospital 
ruins. They should have been cleared away 
long ago and the new hospital begun on 
the site. All we need is a beginning. There 
is now a hospital building fund of $258,000, 
About $1,000,000 is required. . 

If we could start the work with the funds 
now on hand it would take fifteen years 
for the fund to augment so that the work 
could be completed and paid for. But it is 
not likely that we should have to depend 
entirely upon the hospital fund. 

Before the end of fifteen years it is pos- 
sible and probable that additions to the 
fund in other ways would be made. 

The board of public improvements has 
taken the initiative in recommending this 
bill for a new hospital on plans con- 
ceived under the administration of Mayor 
Walbridge. 1 hope the bill will pass.

T WAS suggested to me that the old 
hospital site be turned into a public 
park. I am in favor of parks, but in 


my opinion that location is so close to 
Lafayette Park that we do not need an- 
other breathing ground in that part of the 
city. ’ 

If we have not money enough to build a 
new hospital. have we money enough to lay 
out a new park. 


By a reliable estimate it will not cost 
above $1,000,000 to construct new buildings 
acording to the plan proposed by the hos- 
pital commission. To build a hospital with 
a capacity of 620 beds it is estimated that 
$800,000 will be sufficient. 

I am in favor of using the site for a 
new hospital, and that is the only use to 
which it can be put if we want to work 
to the best advantage. The old material 
can be used, though I am told that some 
physicians object to using this material on 
the ground that it may harbor disease 
germs that have not perished since the 
building was abandoned. 

A new hospital on the old site will be 
worth a great deal more than a new park. 
That is what is needed.

Te statistical report of the Interstate 


Commerce Commission for the year 

ended June 3, 1899. shows that the 
number of railways in the hands of re- 
ceivers on that date was 71, a net decrease 
of 2 as compared with June 30, 1898. The 
nunrber of roads placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers during the year was 16, and the 
number removed from their manegement 
wag 39. 

On June 3, 1899, the total single track 
mileage in the United States was 189,26, 
an increase for the year of 2398. This in- 
crease is greater than for any year since 
1893. The aggregate length of mileage, in- 
cluding tracks of all kinds, was 262,364 
There were 2,708 locomotives in service 
at the end of the year, or 49 more than 
for the year ended June W, 1898. The total 
number of cars of all classes in the service 
was 1,375,916, an increase of 49,742. 

The number of persons employed on rafl-e 
roads was 928,924, an increase for the year 
of 64,366. B. 

The amount of railway capital outstand- 
ing Was $11,033,964,89%, or a capitalization of 
900,556 per mile of line.

ITHIN the past thirty years the wealth of the United States,

the of a that, according the last census, 


_ 250,000 men cwn $44,000,000,000, or over three-fourths of the wealth of 
this country, while 52 per cent of the population practically have no 
property at all and do not own their homes. 

It would naturally be supposed that the 48 per cent of the people 
who stid have an interest in the, property of the nation would be the 
governing classes. Recent events, however, point unmistakably to the 
Yact that the 250,000 peopie who own nearly all the wealth have com- 
mined with the 52 per cent cf our population who have no property, and 
by gaining control of a great and .aforetime patriotic political organiza- 
tion have usurped the functions of government and established a plu- 
lucracy. : 

Among all monarchies of the past. whenever all power and all prop- 
erty have been gathered into the hands of the few and discontent ap- 
pears among the masses, it has been the policy to acquire fureign pos- 
sessions, to enlarge the army and the navy, to employ the discontented 
and @istract their attention. 

The attempt on the part of the United States to acquire foreign 
terriory, coming as it does along with an ever-increasing clamor for 
the enlargement of the army and for the creation cf a great navy, is 
sufficient to alarm patriotic citizens and lead to an anxious Inquiry as 
to whither we are drifting. 

Today we have no territory that a navy is needed. te defend. The 
United States is so situated that she can say whether she will have 
peace or war. We posscss no territory that can be acquired or held 
by a foreign foe, even if we owned not one single ship, and no nation, 
however great and strong, can gain any advantage by war with us. 

But the moment we acquire distant possessions we must buiid a 
navy to defend them, for in case of war these possessions would be 
first attacked and taken from us. France, England and Germany have 
possessions scattered all over the world, and those nations are Cconse- 
Guently compelled to maintain immense navies to defend them. These 
possessions, in case of war, furnish so many points of attack, so many 
embarrassments, s) Many opportunities for national humiliation, that

in lialy a “family school,” where the poorer children from the +te- 

mentary schools were gathered, and have had the opportunity to 
constantly observe a great number of these children, to hear them talk 
and see them act. 

One of the things which struck me most forcibly in comparing them 
with the children of the wealthy classes, whose instinctive egotistical 
tendencies are marked by a certain charm, piquancy and subdued good 
breeding, was to see their struggle for their own self-prese rvation re- 
duced to a simple eagerness and free from any artificiality and varnish. 
Unecensciously thy are dominated only by one instinct—to drink, to eat 
and to lay hold of existence; their desires, affections, tendencies and 
facu'ties are sharpened, turned and directed to protect, preserve and fill 
their iittle empty stomacns. 

For example, I asked about 50 of the smallest children: “Whom do 
you love the most?” “My inamma and papa.” “And why?” “Because 
they earn the pennies to support me.’ “‘Because they work and buy Me 
something to eat.’”. “I love my mamma because she makes pottage for 
me.” ‘Because she gives me something to eat.”’ “Because she makes 
me poleta,’’ etc. ee | aS ape | 

And to the question, “‘What do you like to eat best of all”’ one child 
gave me this answer, which contains the whole of a philosophical prin- 
ple, “Pottage, because I always have it to eat.” 

Gne infant talked about the hospital where he had undergone an 
operation for the rickets, as if it were a most delightful place, because 
he got zood things to eat there. Two little brothers, 8 and 9 years old, 
told me what they liked te do best of all was to look in the windows 
whet going for a walk. “But what windows’”"’ TI asked. “The bakers’ 
windows,” they answered, “where there are so many beautiful loaves 
of bread.” 

Tne little proletarifuans group all their around their bread, 
pottage and clothing. They love whoever gives them something to wear; 
their most ambitious dreams are to eat pottage and sweet omlettes, and 
their most brilliant recollections are of full stomachs. The most noble 
and shining faculties, desires and affeetions are thus reduced, under the 
pressure of misery, to an almost briite-like instinct of the survival of the 
fittest. ; 

But something truly admirable in these children is their ingenuity, 
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sheuld gain further foothold upon the Western Hemisphere: and so 
Strong has been our moral position that without a navy we have always 
been able to enforve this doctrine. 

Throughout our past we have encountered many propositions for 
the annexation of tropical countries and we resolutely put them behind 
us, until Judgment was circumvented by the machinations of capitalistic 
combinations and we took forcible possession of the Hawaiian Islands.

For a century the United States has held a nosition in relation to 
the other nations of the world different from that of any other nation 
that ever existed,

reminded of it. No American Can travel in these countries without 
being constantly assured that he is welcome, that his nation is ad- 
mired, and when you seek the reason you are told that it is because-the 
Unitee States recognizes and respects the rights of other nations and 
is not engaged in a career of conquest. 

The people of China and Japan fear England, fear Russia, fear Ger- 
many, but they love and respect the United States. Shall we break 
duwn this splendid position? Shall we abandon the poliev of a century? 

Where is our long-time poast that government derives its just 
powers from the consent of the governed. 

Some one says that this is an old-fegy notion. It is not; it is new. 
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their quickness and comprehensive knowiedge of practical life. There 
is not one of them who does not know the price of food, salt, farinaceous 
foods, rice and kidney beens; who could not do the marketing with dls- 
cretion, bake a cake, light the fire, prepare the soup, make the polenta, 
clean the room. make the beds and mend the clothes. It is especially 
pleasing to note their desire to be usful and not to dpend entireiy on 
their parents, as if they considered the cost of every mouthful of bread 
which they ate, and tried to make themselves useful in a thousand ways. 

In the winter the larger children sweep the snow; in spring, during 
Vacauon and sometimes during the school term, they go out into the 
fieluc around the city to look for greens and eatable roots. One little 
fellow of 11, wno came to school, got up in the middle of the night three 
times a week in order to drive a cartful of herbs to market, earning a 
few cents each time; he was not forced to go by his parents, but did it 
of his own accord and for his own satisfaction. 

But a more common industry, and a rather comical one, is that of 
going to church with a great show of piety. In each parish there are a 
great number of chapels. mission houses and schools where the cate- 
chism and doctrine are taught. Each attendant receives a ticket, and, 
according to the number of tickets which the child may present at the 
end of the season he receives either a coat, a pair of shoes or a small 
amount of money. One little fellow told me that in a single Sunday he 
wernt to two masses, one at 5 in the morning and another at 9, to the 
school of catechism and to a benediction and to hear two sermons, Each 
one of these functions represented a tiny emolument in money or its 
equivalent. For instance, the parish of St. Anna gives each tiny devotee 
a pair of shves at his first communion; the chapel of Don Bosco gives 
a coat or a hat, according tc the regularity of the attendance. 

Another day I went to inquire for a child who had been absent from 
school for some time and found him in bed with the measles together 
with two younger brothers. They had all taken it from nursing a little 
sister 9 years of age. Their father was in prison, their mother worked 
from morning till night iu the fuctory and could not come home to nurse 


the little baby girl, only four months old, except at noon. Thus the 
litile creature was completely ahandoned during the whole day to the 
care Of a 9-year-old sister, who took charge of her, fed her, etc. But 


. Wnat made me really tremble was to see her with a sort of terra-cotta 


watming- pan full of coals, which she handled with the greatest possible 
nonchalence, shoving it between the mattress of straw and the sheets, 
exusing constant danger of fire. This child could neither read or write, 
for she had been able to zo to school only five or six months. 

“IT have to do for myself and for my friends,” she said. “I have given 
up the wish to be married and have sons.’ It was strange to hear this 
remark pronounced by the same childish mouth which had confessed 
she did not go down into the courtyard ‘‘because it makes me want to 
Play too much.” 

“The stimulus of want has thus bent and adapted them to the neces- 
sities of practical life, where, in spite of their tender years, they not only 
share the most serious cares of the family. which our ehildren ean 
scarcely imagine, but have also developed a spirit of business, practical 
life and ability to extricate themselves from the most complex ciffl 
tics. A little boy of 8 years old is, as a rule, the guardian for a brother 
of 6: ne accompanies him to the hospital to consult the doctor, to school, 
to cluirch, ete. At 8 or 9 years of age they al! know how to make out the 
certificate which attests their poverty to the parish, register at school, 
apply for municipal aid, ete. 

Ii is not an indicaticn characteristic of our age 
school of children (who, it seems, should be protected by their very 
youth from the contrasts of fortune) the phantom of the social question 
in one of its most miserable forms? When one studies this little worla 
doomed to an infancy of misery, to which a life of suffering, ; 
labor and submission must necessarily succeed, and find so many germs 
of enterprise, courage and human dignity, one feels in truth not onlv 
pity for the injustice of blind fate, but also regret that the accumulation 
of this precious energy must remain useless and be wusted on acccuat 
of a vicious social condition. 
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Aawassination of the weaker people of the earth. 


That idea is only a hundred years old, and while nations are thou- 
sands and thousands of years old, all of them before we established 
that principle enunciatec the doctrine that might makes right. Is it to 
be abundoned in its youth? Is this government to recede from that 
splendid position and to take its first step In wrong, In crime, as @ peo- 
ple, by overturning the céctrine that governments derive their just pow- 
ers [rom the consent of the governed, and without the consent of those 
people foree them to become part of the Union? 

Around this doctrine is the idea that comes along with it—that 
vherever our flag is planted there it shall forever remain. That sounds 
weil; it is good Fourth-of-July stock, that wherever the American 
soldier has fallen and been buried that region shail become part of this 
country. 

ut this government is maintained for the living, not for the dead. 
What can we do to contribute to the happiness and prosperity and 
conifort of our people alive? is the problem for us to solve . 

i. is this cry of “manifest destiny” which causes the guns of/Great 
Britain to echo daily arvund the world and excuses the massacre and 
During the last seven 
years sne has killed twenty or thirty thousand of the people of Africa, 
bombarded towns filled with women and children, and herself has lost 


in the unequal contest but seven men—all this in the name of “manifest 
Certiny ’ 


But Great Britain today. with all her mighty power and her vast 7a 


PpossesSions, has not conferred upon the people of England the comfort 


énd ratisfaction and happiness which should come with a proper and 
honest national! policy. 

One-tenth of her people are paupers. Two out of three of her labor. 
ers who reach the age of 6 years either are or have been paupérs. Two 
hundreg and twenty-two thousand of her people own the great bulk of 
the property. More than two-thirds of the people of Great Britain have 
no property at all Her metropolis, meanwhile, contains the darkest 
and’m: st criminal caverns in the world. 

if we pursue this poiicy, if we annex the weaker nations of the 
world and undertake to govern them, such will be the result with us, 
if we annex nations to which we cannot apply our system of govern- 
ment. iL we acquire territory in the tropics, where men cannot live who 
are capable of self-government, then republican forms cannot exist in 
thore distant possessions. The vigorous blood, the best blood, the 
young meén of our land, will be drawn away to mix with inferior Traces 
and to held them in subfection.

KEEP MIND *, BODY HEALTHY 


k YOU want to be healthy after old age has crept upon you, take 
It is as necessary as systematic eating. 


daily systematic exercise. 

Walking is the best exercise, provided it is done in a proper man- 
Jer. The body must be held erect, the chin drawn in, the hips back. 
“is: will bring the shoulders where they ought to be. Never try to 
hold the shoulders back. This throws the hips forward and produces an 
incorrect attitude. 

Lift the chest forward and push the hips back. Draw the chin in 
arid streteh up to the fullest height, while reaching the arms down as 
far as possible. Let them incline a little backward while getting them 
in proper position. The attitude must not be stiff, but flexible, allowing 
tne trunk to yield and sway a little as the limbs are alternately put 
forward. | 

Take care not to strike the heels too forcibly. The shoulders will 
look out for themselves if the chest.is forward and the hips back. Do 
not waik stiffly, or with a swaying, tottering, or mincing gait. Let the 
arms hang freely. by the side. When walking for exercise stretch out, 
stepping a little farther and walking a little faster than usual. The 
rate of walking must be increased, in order to secure more or less re- 
laxation: otherwise the act will be wholly automatic. 

In walking for exercise put the mind as well as the muscles in it. 
Put energy and snap in every step. Breathe deeply, slightly prolonging 
the inspiratory movement. Hill climbing, if not overdone, is capital 
exercise. If there are no hills handy, stair-climbing will answer, but i¢ 
siairs are steeper than most hills the rate of ascent must be considers 
wvly slower than when walking. up an ordinarily steep grade. 

When young or even in middle age, easy running ig fine exercise. 
Violent running must be avoided, also long runs. The best plan is to 
run teu rods, then walk the same. distance, not trying to run fast. To 
make running easy the weight must be lifted as little as possible from 
ihe ground at each step, so that the runner skims the surface. - 

Ar hour or a haif hour each day will do much to keep muscle and 
brain in good condition. In addition to this, the sedentary man ought 
to take half a day off each week for hard work of some kind. He 
should do something that will produce free perspiration and bring his 
lungs into active play, so that each air-cell may be stretched to its full- 
est capacity, the cartilages of his limbs well flexed, his heart strength- 
enea and his blood vessels fully distended. 
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SHREWD BUSINESS METHODS OF THE FLOWERY KINGDOM’S CHILDLIKE AND BLAND INHABITANTS.

T is cue to the active and practical life of our western world, which 
lends itself so grudgingly to the study of Oriental methods, that 
so few know of the many curious contrarities that obtain in the 

routine of the Chinese merchant. * 

Vague conceptions exist of the unswerving integrity of that very 
crafty personality, and I am told on all sides that a debt owed by a 
Celestial is always paid, if not by its maker, by some member of his 
far:ily or by some descendant. This attractive belief has been created 
probab!v by the Confucion teaching that debt is never discharged mor- 

lily except with “cold cash,” however many legal loopholes may be 
provided. 

Distressing as it is to destroy such exalted ideas of any fellow man, 
accuracy demands it. Certain penalties are imposed by magistrate and 
court in case of failure to pay off obligations cent for cent, but though 
there is no bankruptcy act there are other measures of rellef for an 
overburdened debtor. 

Certain unwritten laws compel a settlement of all outstanding mat- 
ters by the eve of the New Year with merchant, official and citizen. 
Fvecy account must be balanced then the debtor will “lose face,” 
as they express joss of prestige. New loans may be negotiated for this 
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purpose, but dated on the New Year, a system of “whipping the devil 
urcund the stump.” 

Any omission of this little cereinony of making up a clean ledger 
gives many liberties to the public, who will proceed to destroy the doors 
of the house occupied by the delinquent, efface the entire front, daub 
it with black paint and add disgrace tc his misfortune. 

Ir une is so overwhe!med with debt that he can find no ray of 
hope to discharge it, he may cancel it all morally and legally by com- 
mitting suicide, a measure less heroic than would appear when their 
inditl«rence to death is known. 

Where death results from natura! causes creditors may attach the 
body-—a surt of license for blackmail to force relatives to a settlement. 
Children under such circumstances often sell themselves into bondage 
for a period of years and thus secure a sum necessary to release the 
body. 

Barguins are driven for coffins and funeral expenses by the sub- 
ject during health and a4 popular economy is for an invalid to anticipate 
dissolution and have himself carried to a place near the family burial 
pilot, thus saving the expense of the numerous funeral bearers. 

Commerce in China is a comedy of buying and sejling, the ex- 
change or an article requiring often weeks of argument and diplomacy, 
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cup of tea, handed with extravagant compliments and a certain grace, 
and always thet peculiar comely movement of the hands so well known 
of the race. 

Tue merchant brings his wares to your door way and smiiingly 
awaits your pleasure. These he spreads in artistic confusion all over 
the Hoor. A moment’s time only informs this shrewd trader to 
Whether or not his customer is posted in Oriental values. He starts cut 
bravely with soul-stirring figures and usually is glad to accept a tenth 
of his vriginal valuation, with sighs, perhaps tears, but always with a 
hearty assurance that he yields because of his unbounded esteem and 
respect for “your excellency,” though you may have known him only 
fer a period of 19 minutes. 

ior the privilege of selling his wares in the confines of your abode 
he must yleld to the extortions of the gatekeeper, in whose hands the 
entire compound rests. These gatekeepers pay annually to the head of 
the household certain sums for the office and their return consists of 
this duty levied on all merchandise or supplies brought in. The sum 
paid by the gatekeeper of the Viceroy Li Hung Chang is said to be 
$60,000. ° 

A curious fact is that the Chinese cashier is to be found in alniost 
every post of trust in Japan and Corea, in spite of recent warring be- 
tween the nations, a fact which would certainly establish confidence 
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in his integrity. The Chinese are excellent accountants, reckoning with 
the abacus with great speed instead of by our system of mental or 
Writter. arithmetic. 

The graceless and boisterous auctions of the West are replaced by 
a system of bidding in pantomime, figures being indicated by a pressure 
many fingers on the arm under the sleeve of the auctioneer. 
Their shops are purged of evil spirits before an important transaction 
by tre aid of fireworks.

Gold is not a medium. It is known only as a rare ornament, while

The punching machine is the less. diffi- 
cult to pictuge. It is known as the ‘‘key 
board punch” and is about the size of 4 
typewriter tray, having tn front a perfo- 
rated punchboard of celluloid. Over this 
keyboard swings freely a sharp index fin- 
ger, whose movement, after the manner of 
a pantagraph, is repeated at the rear by 
a punch. The movement of the punch is 
limited between two guides. upon which are 
placed thin manila cards 6% inches long by 
8% inches high, with the lower = cyrner 
_ slightly clipped, The keyboard has 12 rows 
2% holes, and each has its distinctive let- 
ring or number that corresponds to the 
auiry agg answer respecting every per- 
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son, Hence when the index finger is pressed 
down into any one of-these holes the punch 
at the back says “ditto’’ by stamping out a 
hole in the manila card, 

At first glance, perhaps. the keyboard 
looks complicated, but it is scientifically 
grouped, and is very readily learned. For 
such inquirles as are answered by one of 
a few possible classes sex, for example— 
the answer is simply ‘‘male” or ‘‘female,”’ 
or “M" and “F."' So, to, in regard to con- 
jugal relationships, where the answer 
would be either single, married, widowed 
or divorced. One punch suffices for each of 
these conditions of freedom or servitude. 
These holes may easily be found. So famil- 
iar do the clerks become with the position 
of the holes in these cards, they can read 
them off at a glanee. As a means of veri- 
fving, however, a “reading board’ is pro- 
vided for that purpose. the same size as the 
card, and having also each of the 240 ab- 
breviations in a quarter-inch space, so that 
when a perforated card is put on this tem- 
plet the abbreviation will show wherever 
a hole has been punched. This templet is, 
practically, a reduction of the original key- 
board. 

The electric tabulator wounld be nil with- 
out its mate, the “‘puncher,"’ and the Httle 
“puncher’’ would have nothing to do and 
would therefore be very lonesome without 
the little cards mentioned above. There are 
100.000,000 of these manila pasteboards 
hoarded away and in use at the census bu- 
reau. Director Merrinm has figured it out 
that though each ecard is only 7-1000 of an 
inch thick, the total supply of cards on 
hand will form a stack nine miles high 
apd will weigh over 260 tons.

the electric tabulator will refuse to say any 
thing wrong about Smith and reject the 
card, thereby scoring one point on its friend 
across the way, the “‘puncher.’”’ 

But the tabulator, it must 
ledged, is the star attraction of t' 
Its magnetized ster! ! 
and minute, are ever busy. 
working hours they are never but 
tingling with a vital fluid-—the of a 
strange, mysterious body that is hidden no- 
where and is felt evervewhere. They touch 
here and there and day in and day out keep 
unfolding the story of a vast nation. These 
machines are rented to Uncle Sam at $1000 
a year. If there are to be 150 of them busy 
within the next few months the inventor 
and proprietor of them. Herman Hollerith, 
will realize a neat profit on their proficiency. 
The government has purchased outright, 
however, the 1000 or more punching ma- 
chines, each costing about $20, 
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Census Enumerators. 


Tabvuiating will go on for months, inas- 
much as there are so many features of the 
life of the average American citizen that 
must be put down In black and white for 
him to read about, else he will be sorely 
disappointed and would send a storm of 
eriticism Merriamward. An _ instance of 
this was the failure to find out the number 
of single men and women in this nation 
by the managers of the tenth census. This 
failure caused all sorts of criticism to be 
heaped upon this person and that, and 
while it may have given various aged spin- 
sters cause for silent congratulation, the 
people in general were angry because there 
was an absence of statistics on this sub- 
ject. 

The mighty task of satisfying ‘the curi- 
osity of the American people is conse- 
quently on the electric tabulator. In the 
words of the plainspoken, it is ‘‘up to the 
tabulator."’ In a semi-technical way the 
tabulator may be said to constst of three 
main parts, namely, the press or circuit- 
closing device the dials or counters and the 
sorting boxes. The press consists of a 
hard-rubber plate, provided with 416 holes 
or pockets. the relative positions of which 
correspond with those of the holes in the 
keyboard and gang punches, Each of these 
pockets Is partially filled with mercury, and 
they are thus tn electrical connection, when 
the circuit is closed, with the binding- 
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posts and switchboard back of the 
machine. 

Above the bard-rubber plate swings a 
ciprocating pin box, 
a number of projecting 
points, so hung as to drop exactl¥ into the 
center of the little mercury cups below 
These pins are so connected that 
punched card is laid on the rubber 
against the guides or stops and the box is 
brought dewn. all the pins not stopped by 
the unpunched surface will be 
through, close the circuit and count on the 
dials. The circuit is really closed first 
through platinum contacts at the back of 
the press. In this wav no difficulty is expe- 
rienced from the oxidation of the mercury 
from the spark, as would be the case with- 
out this precaution 

The dials of the tabulator are not the 
least important part of the machine. The 
front of each dal or counter is 5 inches

a smooth, bright, clean face. Each dial ts 
divided into 100 parts, and two hands travel 
over the face, one counting uni and the 
other hundreds. The train of clockwork Is 
operated electrically, bv means of the elec- 
tro-magnet, whos® armature, as it moves 
each time the circuit is closed, carries the 
unit hand forward one division, while ev- 
ery complete revolution actuates a carrying 
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device, which in turn causes the hundred 
hand to count In this way each dial wiil 
register up to 16,000

These chips were to be siips of paper of 
various colors embracing data printed in 
different colors so as to indicate the read- 
ings of the schedules. Thus the clerk seek- 
ing the most information would need the 
most chips, and, as in an analogous di- 
version, would wind up with having the 
most experience of valuable knowledge for 
his chips. 

Last came the system of Herman Holler- 
ith. In this plan the information given In 
the schedule was to be expressed upon 
cards by punching holes tn them in cer- 
tain positions.

These three methods were put to the test, 
four enumeration districts of the census 
of 1880 in the city of St. Louls being taken.

Adolf Haentzschel, winner of the first 
prize, was born at Addison, IIll., Dec. %, 
1881. His father, who was a teacher at 
the Lutheran Seminary at Adison, died ten 
years ago. In 1891 the family moved to 
Chicago. In 1894 the boy entered Concordia 
College, at St. Paul, Minn., a classical 
school which prepares young men for the 
Lutheran ministry. 

After completing his studies there, he 
entered a higher school of the same name 
at Milwaukee, Wis. From the latter school 
he was graduated in June, 1899. Last Sep- 
tember he was matriculated at Concordia 
Seminary of St. Louis, another theoloeical 
institution of the Lutheran Church. In 
two vears more young Haentzschel will 
be qualified to enter the ministry. Here 
is the prize-winning essay: 


BY ADOLPH HAENTZSCHEL. 


HE great social problem which, at 

T the close of the nineteenth century, 

confronts the civilized world, is the 

labor question. That the present condition 

of society, if allowed to continue and de- 

velop, must bring ruin and disaster, is 

universally recognized. Reform must set 
in, 

It is true, many schemes of reform have 
been proposed, but with one exception 
they are worthless, because they do not 
recognize the prime cause of existing con- 
ditions. 

There has been proposed only one theory 
of reform which is qualified to solve the 
present situation and that is single tax. 

‘That the single tax is the solution of the 
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labor question we shall substantiate in the 
following: 

The prime cause of the perplexing social 
questions of today does not lie, as many 
think, in a natural antagonism of capital 


and Jabor or in the form of government, 
but it roots in the injustice of our present 
system of taxation. 

Since every man

and the nition of this truth gave rise 

to the doctrine of single tax. 
Single ‘ognizes the injustice which 
of labor for 
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the use of the state, and it proposes to 
revoke these taxes and to take instead 
that value which attaches to land by rea- 
son of special advantages which are due 
to the community. The value, however, 


which land gains through private tmprove- 
ment of it by the owner would go untaxed, 
being a fruit of labor. 

Since the amount of this land tax would 
be more than sufficient for all needs 
government all other taxes could ve fer 
pealed, thus freeing labor and production 
from the unjust incumbrance now on them. 

If single tax, however, is really qualified 
to undertake the task which it has pro- 
posed for itself, it must satisfy three condl- 
tions: It must be just; it must be practi- 
cable, and it must leave no doubt of its 
success. 

The justice of the single tax we will 
show by proving that the state has a right, 
if not a duty, of levying this tax and that, 
on the other hand, the burden will tn this 
manner be distributed with perfect justice. 

All men are equally the objects of God's 
providence and God has given land to them 
as a storehouse on which they might draw 
for their needs. Therefore all are equally 
entitled {to the use of land, and it is 
robbery! to deprive anyone of this right. 
Many, however, have been robbed! Is !§ 
unjust, then, to restore those that have 
been robbed their original rights? This is 
what single tax proposes to do by giving 
to all an equal share of the benefits of 
land. 

The value, furthermore, wihch is to bd 
taken, is due to the community. Through 
the centralizing of population and through 
public improvements a value is given to 
land which is not naturally inherent in ft. 
This value single tax would take. Is it not 
fair and just that the community should 
receive the benefit of a value which it hag 
itself created? 

Then, again, single tax would fall on 
every man with perfect justice, because 
every landholder would be taxed in exact 
proportion to the benefits which he had Te- 
ceived from the community and for which 
he owed the community a corresponding 
remuneration. The justice of single tax, 
therefore, in unquestionable. 

Nor can the practicability of single tax 
be doubted. There is no danger that the 
needs of a government will grow faster 
than the value of land, for the growth of 
the community raises the value of land 
correspondingly. Single tax, therefore, will 
always suffice for the defraying of publie 
expenses. 

A special recommendation of single tax 
is the facility with which {ft can | be cole 
lected. 

Land cannot be hidden, and the value 
of any piece of land can be ascertained 
with little difficulty, by finding out how 
much rent it would bring. Nor will it be 
very difficult to estimate private improve- 
“ment of the land and to make allowance 
for it. 

Having satisfied ourselves in regard to 
the justice and practicability of single 
tax, there remains to be considered a ques~- 
tion of cardinal importance: Wtll single 
tax really bring about the coveted change 
in the condition of labor? By estimating 
the consequences of the introduction of sin- 
gle tax, we can convince ourselves that it 
would do all that is wished. 

On the repeal of all taxes on production, 
industry would rise to a height heretofore 
unknown; trade and commerce would flour- 
ish, and as a consequence the demand for 
labor would instantly increase. 

Land owners, furthermore, would be 
forced to put their land to use, in order to 
gain the tax from it. They would take to 
production and this would. on the one 
hand, give employment to great numbers, 
and on the other hand would lessen the 
cost of the necessities of life by the in- 
crease of production. 

This increased demand for labor would 
naturally be followed by a large increase 
of wages, and as the repeal of all other 
taxes would already have raised the income 
of the laborer, his condition would be very 
greatly improved. Through the single tax 
the extremes of wealth and poverty would 
soon disappear; trusts and monopolies 
would gradually vanish; the unnatural gulf 
betwwen capital and labor would be filled 
up. In short, it would open fair and equal 
opportunities to men of equal capacity and 
industry; and it would remove nearly all 
artificial hindrances to the success of the 
honest, intell'gent and industrious.

An insectary is eonstructed much 
the plan of an ordinarv greenhouse. 
walls are made of hollow tile, and the

Along three sides extends a bench, 
as are In use among florists, except that it 
in only about 7 Inches in width, to facilitate 
the close examination of objects at the far 
A portion of the central space is oc- 
cupled by a reservoir made of stone and 
sheet iron, as wood was found to be useless, 
as it decayed too readily. This reservoir is 
filed with earth, and in this earth are 
placed the larvae of many species of in- 
sects which require this treatment.

For the rearing of such inseots as bore 
in wood, and their parasites a special cage 
is made. This is much like the ordinary 
breeding cage, except that the top and bot- 
tom and three sides are of wood. The 
fourth side is provided with a movable front 
of heavy giass, thickly painted with aa- 
phalt, «o that after sections of limbs of 
treea have been placed in the cage and the 
front closed the Interior of the cage is en- 
tirely dark, excepting a very little light 
that is permitted to enter from a round 
hole made In the top of the cage, and over 
this a glass cylinder ts placed, the top of 
which is covered with muslin. All insects 
that develop in the cage below on seeing 
the light make their way upward out of 
the cage and into the glass cylinder, from 
which they cannot escape, but wherein they 
may be easily detected. To remove them 
the cylinder is raised slightly and a bit of 
cardboard ts pushed beneath it, thus shute 
ting off the escape of the Insect, and by 
injecting a few dropa of chloroform Into the 
eyclinder and covering the top they are 
Killed almost instantly without In any way 
affecting the atmosphere itn the comparte 
ment below.

IN GARRISON. 


MISAMES, Mindanao, P. I. 
E have been here a couple of weeks 
now and are getting used to our 
new duties. We have all got quar-

largest private residence in town, rented 
from the owner, a Spaniard. It is situated 
on the northeast corner of the plaza. 

The company officers are located in an- 
other Spanish house at the northwest cor- 
ner of the plaza. The hospital is just two 
blocks south of the southwest corner and 
the custom house two blocks west of the 
hospital, in the old Spanish tribunal build- 
ing. The following are the officers of the 
garrison: Commanding officer, Maj. Mc- 
Namee; captain of the port, collector of 
cistoms and internal revenue, First 
tenant Pouri of VD Company; provost 
judge, Capt. McGirr of D Company; 
medical officer, Capt. Dr. Romig; adju- 
tant, First Lieutenant Pulis. There is 
not nor has there ever been any in- 
surrecti¢cn here; at least so say the 
people, but they are such liars one can 
hardly believe anything they say. But 
time will prove it. It will be better for all 
inaurrectos to keep a considerable distance 
from us, unless they over-anxious to 
leave this world without a return ticket 
The old presidente local was murdered a 
few days before our arrival here by a fel- 
low called Mariano Gareines,who has since 
taken to the woods. Our present presi- 
dente, or mayor, is named Apolinario Fuen- 
tes, and to all appearances is a pretty good 
kind of a fellow. We have just received 
news of a big fight at Kajihan. The enemy 
qmade an attack on the town in the early 
morning following the occupation of the 
place by the Americans. Two men on out- 
post were killed and the enemy then tred 
to rush the place. There was a fierce hand 
tw hand fight and resulted as usual, the 
enemy taking to the woods, leaving 49 
killed and 23 wounded behind them. Our 
joes wax three killed and seven wounded. 

On April 17 we had two shocks of earth- 
quake. First one at 8:45 a. m., lasting ® 
seconds, and the second at 9:01 a. m., last- 
ing 19 seconds. The last one was severe 
enough to shake things off tables and 
shelves. We could hear the distinct boom. 
ing of the volcano fin eruption,, but could 
see nothing cf it. 

This town has very good bay and anchor- 
age for vessels. The entrance to bay is 
guarded by an old Spanish fort, about 2 
years old. Still in good preservation. 
The town war once the capital of this 
province, but since the Spaniards discov- 
ered gold in the western part of the isiand, 
t hae slowly but surely fallen to decay, and 
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Cheng, chief of Chinese telegraphs,. and 
communicated verbally to the consuls. 

The mysterious darkness that has 
shrouded the Chinese situation from its first 
development has so far completely en- 
Wrapped this shocking incident. The au- 
thorities have been able to obtain no confir- 
mation of this most tragic incident of the 
war, and this fact leads to the hope if not 
to the belief that it is not true. 

The last story of the reported shooting of 
the wounted comes from Victoria, B. C., 
where it is said that Lieut. Von Kron of the 
German army, who accompanied the expedi- 
tion, has just landed. The lieutenant says 
the story is true and he further declares 
that in all future warfare with China it will 
probably be necessary to take the lives of 
the wounded soldiers in the same fashion. 
No extremity of suffering or helplessness 
can be depended upon, he says, to appeal to 
the Chinese, who torture and mutilate every 
foreigner unfortunate eneugh to fall into 
their hands. Lieut. Von Kron saw an 
Italian officer butchered before his eyes,

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On June 9, as everybody remembers, Ad- 
miral Seymuur, at the head of an inter- 
national relief force of 1500 foreign troops, 
including a large number of Americans. 
started from Tien Tsin for Pekin by forced 
marches. The legations in Pekin had wired 
for reinforcements. They well knew how 
lightly their lives were held by the yellow 
Savages, and the famous cry, “Save us or 
avenge us!’ was an appeal that stirred 
the blood of those 1500 soldiers and gave 
them courage for their dangerous and ex- 
hausting march, 

Failure, however, proved inevitable. The 
column was obliged to retreat when with- 
in twelve miles of the capital. Repeatediy 
the forces were obliged to defend them- 
selves against the assaults of the Boxers, 
who pursued them the length of their jour- 
ney. The allied troops learned during these 
skirmishes that the Boxers were to be 
dreaded as fighters, but still more as con- 
querors—that to their prisoners they were 
merciless. So painfully was this freshly 
learned lesson branded on their minds that 
when the time came that a number of 
wounded American soldiers had to be left 


han is now the capital; it has with its bar 
rios or wards about 10,000 population. There 
are very few good houses in the town, most 
of them being built of bamboo and neipa, 
on piles, driven into the ground, the first 
floor being about eight feet from the 
ground, to reach which, one has to climb 
up a slippery stairway, also of bamboo. 
The reason for the elevation of the houses 
is two-fold--first, as the town is bullt on a 
very low stretch of land lying between 
the mountains and the sea, and only a few 
feet above sea level, the town is often in- 
undated during the rainy season, both from 
the rain and the extra high tides, which 
occur during the rainy season; second, 
built on piles are less rigid and 
withstand the earthquake shocks much bet- 
ter, 

We have had our eyes opened lately. 
Hitherto we were lead to believe that the 
Moros were the only people holding slaves 
out here, but it appears that more than half 
the population of this town are slaves, held 
by native Visayans and even Spaniards. 
Sut the major has had no orders in 
reference to freeing them, our dear old 
flag of freedom is today flying over a town 
made up of both free and slave. Men, 
women and children are bought, sold and 
held in bondage under the very flag which 
has hitherto been the emblem of the free. 
The major has at last put a stop to the 
sale and purchase of any more human be- 
ines, but until orders arrive our flag will 
continue flying over several thousand slaves, 
The Mores have consented to the free- 
dom of their slaves, and the abolishment 
of slavery altogether, providing we put a 
stop to slavery wherever our flag files. This 
is only reasonable. The sooner a proclama- 
tion is issued the better, though I expect 
we shall have trouble with the Visayans. 

The Meros are all Mohammedans and live 
mostly on the opposite side of the bay. They 
governed by chiefs called Datos, and 
there many towns of them over the 
other side. They are all very friendly, and 
seme have been given flags. A dato its re- 
sponsible only to the Suitan and has power 
of the iife and death of every Moro in his 
command. They are well armed and ex- 
ceedingty brave. They make their own can- 
non, some of them breech!oaders, They have 
many rifles, mostly Mausers captured from 
the Spaniards, but their principal weapon 
is the krees and campelan, which they 
also make entirely themselves. The krees 
kind ot sword, sharp as a razor on 
poth edges and with a waved blade. The 
campelan is a long kind of a sword. nar- 
row at the handle and very broad at the 
end. A kind of palm leaf is wraped around 
the blade, which is very sharp on one edge, 
and it is used with both hands, sheath and 
all, the blow cutting the wrapped leaf free 
from the blade and it drops off. 

They also have armor made out of brass 
rings and carmbao hide, very effective 
where no rifles are used, as {tt would be im- 
eut through them with anv 
sharp instrument. I have several speci- 
mens of their weapons and am going to 
try and bringing home a sult of armor also. 

The natives in the town, called Vjsayans, 
are very little better than regular savages. 
All, except a very few who have Spanish 
biood in them, dress alike, men With a

The wounded could not be 
left to the hideous fate that the enemy 
would surely inflict upon them. So Napoleon 
ordered the wounded to be shot.’’

To shoof 
them--a fearful expedient. Nevertheless 
it was agreed upon at last by the officer@ 
that the last alternative was the kindest, 
A great hush spread over the army for one 
little half hour, and a band of Americana 
soldiers, revolvers in hand, made theif 
dreary way among the wounded men, offére 
ing them their last choice—swift, sure, 
painless death dealt in pity by their com- 
rades, or agonizing tortures at the hands 
of their yellow enemies. The rounds were 
quickly made. There is no time for loiter- 
ing in war. And after the significant shota 
that followed had all sounded the result 
was made known to the troops. 

‘Not one alive,” they said. “Every mary 
wished to die from a comrade’s hand.” 

Sixty-two were killed on the retreat from 
Pekin and 206 wounded. It is not known 
in which list these American heroes are ta 
be included or how many of them there 
were. But their fate, made necessary by 
the bloodthirstiness of their inhuman foe, 
will no doubt, when all becomes Known, 
be considered one of the darkest chapter@ 
of this most unfortunate history. 
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and on our right and left flank, but always 
disappearing on getting within about a 1000 
yards of us. 

The major deployed the whole battalion 
as skirmishers long before reaching the 
town ,aud when within about one mile we 
sent in a native guide to tell the people we 
would not harm them if they would not fire, 
but give up all their arms. He returned, say- 
ing the town was full of soldiers and they 
would die sooner than give up the town. 

On getting within about 1500 yards of the 
first houses we could see the enemy drawn 
out in a long skirmish line and the church 
and houses also had the enemy on and in 
them. The enemy fired first. Then we reé- 
plied and the battle began. The men be- 
haved splendidly. There was nothing want- 
ing, though for a second surprised at the 
words of our major, who was with us, 
every man instantly charged and we were 
Kiving them lead for lead, but, as we found 
out afterwards, with far deadlier effect. 

Slowly but surely we advanced on the 
town until when within about 500 yards of 
the entrance and first breastworks, which 
hidden by the waving rice 
fields, we charged and for a few moments 
a terrible fight ensued. About 530 stayed be- 
hind to resist our entrance, and we had to 
fight them hand to hand until at last the 
few remaining ones left alive threw down 
their arms and we were the victors. The 
fight had lasted 44 minutes. We had lost 
one killed (our adjutant, Lieut. Gallaghef), 
two corporals and eight privates wounded. 
The enemy's loss was 158 killed, 30 wounded 
and 11 taken prisoners 

Two cannons, a lot of rifles, ammunition 
and spears, bows and arrows were captured 
and destroyed. They had one gatiing gy, 
but got away with it 

The town lays on the banks of the River 
Iicol, and is built mostly of bamboo and 
neipa. It has a fine chureh from which they 
used their cannons, and an old Spanish rice 
riiil ana hetnp press with several large 
warehouses, and several thousand bales of 
hemp, which belonged to he insurgents, It 
had about 15,000 population before our en- 
trance, but is now completely deserted ex- 
for chickens and turkeys, which are 
iinding their way down American throats 
with such alarming rapidity that the town 
will soon be completely deserted except for 
us, 

\We commenced our march onward to 
Neavo Caseres next morning and had very 
good except for a delay 
caused having to large River 
Picol in small boats. 

We continued the march, passing through 
several villages, which the Ineurrectionists 
had laid waste by fire, aleo burning several 
bridges. On our arrival at Neavo Caseres 
we wre greeted by the monks and nuns 
who had remained In the town. They told 
use the enemy, about 2000 strong, had made 
for the woods and mountains, telling some 
very tall stortes about the fight at Libman- 
cin, 

They said we were cannibals and over ten 
feet tall; that bullets would not penetrate 
us, and if we fell down when. hit by 4 can- 
non ball we would get up again and go on 
as if nothing had Happened. They also said 
we killed women and children and after- 
wards ate them; that we burned all the 
houses we saw and destroyed every church, 
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The people were so pleased to find the dife 
ference that they did not know what to d@ 
when we arrived. 


Soon after our arrival the remaining cole 
umne of our regiment, the Forty-fifth artil« 
lery and also the cavalry came in. They 
had not found any enemy and were in very 
jealous of us, as we looked upon them as 
still nothing but rookeys. 


The town is on the River Bicol, near ité@ 
mouth, and is well built, having a fine 
church, convent college and barricks, There 
is plenty of good water and fine views 
abound. There is a high hill in the distance, 
and we expect to go around it soon, but we 
are to have several days’ rest before hiking 
any further. 


On Feb. 26 we divided into two columna, 
Companies C and D, under comand of Maj, 
McNamee, going around the south of the 
mountain, and Companies A and B going 
to the north of it, our objective point being 
San Jose. There to go on buard once 
more for some other point. We have twe 
guides, old Spanish soldiers, who have beem 
prisoners for elghteen months with the 
enemy. 


They say we have some terrible bad road 
to go over and it is at least 36 or #@ miles 
from here to San Jose. We started at 7:38

Caseres. Here ends the road from here to 
San Jose. We have nothing but a trafl 
through thick jungle, over hills and 
through many rivers.

Painted 100 Pictures of the River in Front 
of St. Louis, Tells of His Enthusiasm. 


HAVE seen the Mississippi as beau- 
tiful as the most gorgeous flower 
garden, glittering like a pearl or a 
@iamond and sparkling with beautiful 
tints.’’ 

Frederick Oakes Sylvester, art instructor 
at the High School, loves to paint the Mis- 
sissippi in front of St. Louis and devotes 
his leisure hours almost exclusively to 
transferring to his canvas the colors that 
his artist's eye finds on the bosom of that 
mighty stream and the scenes that shade 
its banks. ° 

He has painted over 100 views of this 
kind and, from the amount of energy that

Mr. Sylvester is a most amiable gentle- 
man and he invagpbly answers all ques- 
tions put to him, even by the roustabouts, 
concerning his paintings, and takes pleas- 
ure in pointing out to them the beauties 
his trained eye finds in the river and its 
surroundings, that to most people repre- 
sent simply a muddy stream lined with old 
wharfboats and dirty barges. 

Last Sunday afternoon Mr. Sylvester had 
with him J. R. Shaver of the passenger de- 
partment of the M., K. & T. R. R., who is 
studying color under him. 

Mr. Sylvester had raised a large yellow 
umbrella and had seated himself on a small

he continues to enthusiastically expend in 


this work and the keen delight that he ex- 
periences, it would seem that he is in a 
fair way to become noted as the most per- 
sistent painter of the Mississippi that the 
world has ever known. 

The quality of Mr. Sylvester’s work has 
attracted as much attention among his 
friends and acquaintances as its quantity. 
His Mississippi views have elicited favor- 
able comment in various art exhibits 
throughout the country and some of them 
have even been taken to Europe as samples 
of typical western art. ' 

To the layman with only a smattering of 
artistic knowledge these paintings are as 
interesting as they are to the art critics. 

What surprises the layman on viewing 
them is the beauty and variety of colors 
that Mr. Sylvester finds in the river front, 
the Eads bridge, the steamboats and even 
old barges and dumpboats. 

And the layman who sees these colors on 
the canvasers tastefully displayed in the 
cozy Sylvester home at 944 Hamilton ave- 
nue is hardly as much surprised as the 
habitues of the river front to whom Mr. 
Sylvester and his “traps’’ have become 
quite familiar. 

For the past four years Mr. Sylvester has 
been a quiet, but much-observed visitor to 
the levee. He has spread his canvas and 
extracted the most beautiful combination 
of colors from the scene before him from 
the stony incline at the foot of Olive street. 
from the top of the Eads bridge, from the 
deck of various wharfboats and from the 
epen fields on the Illinois side of the river. 

Tramps, roustabouts and curious citizens 
have gathered about him as he worked and 
mone of them could help remarking the 
umile of serene satisfaction that played 
about his features as he daubed a partic- 
ularly bright color on his canvas after 
peering into the water with one eye closed 


three-footed cane: stool at a point near the 
water's edge just under the Eads bridge. 
Mr. Shaver sat beside him. He could see 
nothing worthy of this color box or can- 
vas. 

The artist told his friend and pupil to 
look at the river, which he had said was 
muddy and yellow. 

“Keep your eye out of focus at first,’’ 
Sylvester began, “and notice the general 
color of the river and the tints it gets from 
the sky. Now look closely and you will find 
it is full of the most beautiful blues and 
lavenders. See how they are moving and 
pulsating. You see that now, do you? Well, 
now, look at the refiection of the pier in 
the shadow on the water and notice the 
deep rich browns, purples and golden 
greens. You see that, too? Then. look out 
on “the water away from the shadow and 
see the relation of all that water. Notice 
how out in the middle of the river it glows 
like burnished gold with touches of silver 
on the edges of the little waves. See farther 
over where the water is still—there you get 
the light blue opalescent tints from the sky. 
In fact, any part of it you look at now 
will be glowing with lavender, gold or em- 
erald green."’ 

“It was a revelation to me,’ Mr. Shaver 
said. “‘Mr. Sylvester certainly opened my 
eyes. I had no idea there were such beau- 
ties in the muddy water of the river."’ 

To those who have not heard Mr. Syl- 
vester explain this matter in person and 
who know the Mississippi! as a mighty 
stream, whose pure waters are befouled by 
the muddy tide of the Missouri, his views 
on the subject in amplificatoin of his ex- 
planation to Mr. Shaver will be found en- 
tertaining, if not astonishing. 

“It is a surprise to me,” he began, “that 
artists do not paint the Mississippi more 
than they do. To me, it is more typical of 
this western country than anything elfe. It 
is American in the same sense that one of 
Walt Whitman's poems is. It breathes the 
spirit of the great West. I would love 
nothing on earth better than to start at the 
source of the Mississippi, float down the 
river and paint the mighty stream and its 
accompanying scenes from there to the 
gulf. I know I would revel in the opportuni- 
tiles of color that would be spread before 
me and be delighted with,the bluff effects, 
the sweeps of country, the majesty of 
bridges, cities outlined against the sky and 
the foreign effects that are evident about 
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with the scenes em=étke river right here with 
the big bridge, the boats and barges. 

“It is so much a matter of feeling wits 
me that it is difficult to put into words my, 
exact ideas on this subject. The ordinary 
person, you know, doesn’t go to the river 
to see beauty. Nor does he look for it on the 
barges, steamers or dumpboats on its 
banks. He is usually impelled by curtosity, 
He will look at the sign telling where the 
boat is going and will turn away satisfied. 

“T do not care where the boat 
is going. I look at it in search of 
|} beauty, of color. I see, for instance, that 
the wharboat was painted gray originally 
and has become dull and dirty. I take po- 
sition and scan it closely. I notice oné 
whole side of the wharfboat is illumined 
by the morning or evening sun. That hag 
put the other side in shadow. The side 
touched by the sunlight is no longer a dull 
gray, but a golden yellow or golden rose, If 
the bottom of the wharfboat happens to 
have been painted red, when fllumined, it 
becomes as delicate in color as a rose, 
a pink. a nasturtium or a carnation. Each 
wave picks up the reflection and carries out 
to midstream in more beautiful succession, 
The very smoke itself—dirtiest of all to the 
ordinary observer—when touched by the 
sunlight becomes at times as beautiful ag 
a pure tearose afloat in the sky. The shad- 
ow side of the smoke becomes at the same 
time an exquisite tint of dark blue or gray. 
The same way with the shadow side of thé 
wharfboat. 

“Now, take that old dumpboat near thd 
bridge which you see in some of my pice 
tures. It is painted an ordinary red, & 
dirty, horrid red, you may say. If you get 
a little distance away from it with the 
sun on one side and the shadowW on the othe 
er, viewing it as a total thing, in relation 
to landscape, the dirty red on one side be- 
comes a glorious pink. The shadow side 
takes on a tint of rich maroon and the 
dusty old roof a beautiful shade of green, 
Even the old smokestack becomes trans- 
fused with color and with its glint of ‘high 
light’ and its dark purple shadow suggests 
a fine plece of ebony molding with an ivory 
fillet along its surface. 

‘Then the old barges with the paint worm 
off their hulls to me are objects of beauty. 
The wood itself, where the paint has worn 
off, becomes in color like golden tvory and 
sometimes rose-tinted, adding oftentimes 
harmony to the whole effect of the view in 
which the old barge happens to appear. I 
may say, incidentally. that the 8t. Louls 
river front, in my opinion, affords as fine a 
field for sketching purposes as the places in 
Holland known to artists the world over 
for this reason. 

“The river itself to me is always beauti- 
ful. At night, with the moonlight silvering 
its surface, a river is always an“object of 
beauty. But in the morning and evening I 
find it always full of rose color, lavender, 
gold and other tints that are really opale 
escent in their briliancy. 

“The very mud that most people think 
robs it of its beauty really makes the wa- 
ter more brilliant under the rays of the 
sun.”’ 

The Eads bridge figures largely in Mr. 
Sylvester's paintings. He has delineated it 
from almost every conceivable point of 
view. Two of his bridge views exhibited 
at the Chicago Art Institute exhibition two 
years were so effective that their painter 
was made a member of the jury of the 
Society of American Artists. Another 
bridge picture, which he exhibited at the lo- 
; cal Exposition last year, has been asked 
‘for by Mr. French of the Chieago Art In- 
etitute for exhibition this year. Mr. Syl- 
'vester has displayed a number of his river 

‘ows at the local Exposition for the past 
cur or five years and has also shown them 
at Detroit, Omaha, Cincinnati, Nashville 
and other cities, in all of which they were 

greatly admired. 

Mr. Sylvester is only 3% years of age. He 
is happily married and is devoted to hi@ 
wife and children. He is slightly above mee= 
dium height and very slender. He fs a quiet 
man, with a soft voice, but when he begins 
to talk of the Mississippi his voice becomes 
stronger, his eyes flash with animation and 
he grows eloquent. He attributes his fond- 
ness for the river to hereditary causes, his 
grandfather having been a sea captain. He 
is a lineal descendant of Miles Standish and | 
also of Priscilla, who married Miles’ friend, 
John Alden.

U TING FANG, whom everybody In 

W Washington calls Mr. Wu, is with- 

out doubt the most popular min- 

ister ever sent here from the flowery king- 

dom, and this, tvo, in spite of the fact 

that nothing Chinese is any too popular at 
this particular time. 

The populerity of Mr. Wu has become 
more pronounced since the statement has 
been made that in the event of a declara- 
tion of war against China, in which case 
Mr. Wu would be given his passports, he 
would not return to China but would re- 
main in the United States and practice law 
for a living. It is said that Mr. Wy has 
gone so far in the representations he has 
made to his government that he has made 
it unsafe for him to return to China, where 
he would probably be executed without 
hesitation if war is declared. 

Mr. Wu jis popular, too, because of his own 
genial presence, because of Mrs. Wu and 
because of the Wu manner of entertaining. 
Then. too, there is a breath of Americanism 
about the Chinese legation, the wife of 
Yunze Kwai, the interpreter, being an 
American woman. 

oth Mr. Wu and Mr. Yung Kwai are au- 
tomubile enthusiasts. Scarcely a day passes 
that they are not seen with the!fr families 
speeding along in their machines, and in 
spite of the fact that the United States is 
virtually at war with China no one seems 
to think it strange that they should enjoy 
themvelves in the capital city of the na- 
tion. 

Mrs. Wu has the progressive spirit of her 
husband and entertains with splendid hos- 
pitality, Upon every occasion she wears the 
picturesque native dress of her country and 
is often to be seen on the streets of the 
fashionable quarter of Washington in a 
wheel chair attended by one or more slaves 
niso in Orlental attire. Sharing the Ife of 
the American people for several years past 
Mme. Wu has had every opportunity of ob- 
serving American women and noting the 
contrast betwen them and her own coun- 
try women and ehe likes the American way.

UWAINT and dainty, and as delicately 
painted as a bit of china from her 
native land is Mme. Wu, wife of the 

Chinese minister. 

Eyery feature. every movement, every 
ayllable that falls from her lips in soft 
Chinese or in broken English, with which 
she struggles prettily, suggests daintiness 
of taste, of habit and environment. 

Mme. Wu is 26, scarcely more than half 
the age of her clever husband. Yet she is 
the mother of a boy of 12, and mistress of 
one of the most palatful residences in 
Washington. 

The three years of life in America, in 
which Minister Wu has progressed so rap- 
idiy, have not been of equal service to his 
wife. Mme. Wu its still distinctly Chinese 
in all her habits and instincts, and particu- 
larly in the exaggerated modesty which 
characterizes all Chinese women.

Famine may be dying, but she 
is not yet dead. She still stalks abroad in

continue her deadly work. 

As the cause of the awful distress and 
desolation was lack of rain, it will take a 
very long, steady rainfall to restore the 
ground to a condition rich enough to yield. 
With the exception of a one-hour shower 
on July 20 of last year, the present rainfall 
is the first Western India has known for 
four and twenty months, Hence, not until 
rani has fallen continuously for weeks and 
weeks. will the ground be sufficiently 
soaked and softened to assure the raising 
of a crop.

| If the government were now to withdraw 
fits aid, shut up the relief works and poor- 
houses, if American contributions were now 
'to cease and missionaries to stop. thelr 
i work, ten million homeless, helpless people 
would be in imminent danger of starving to 
death. 

Furthermore, since the rain has como, 
scores of thousands who have been saved 
from death by starvation, are threatencd 
with death by exposure. Blankets and 
clothing are scarce; only about one person 
in every thousand possessing a halfway 
decent garment. 

Meanwhile, famine has written her will

on the face of the land. She is leaving 
Christendom a legacy in the form of hun- 
dreds of thousands of homeless, helpless 
orphans, 

The million men and women, who, after 
indescribable ‘suffering, have succumbed, 
since the famine began, not only to starva- 
tion, but to fever, pague and cholera be- 
sides, have left fully half a million father- 
less, motherless children. When the gov- 
ernment closes its relief works, its poor- 
houses, sending millions of absoultely pen- 
niless people to their desolate homes to be- 
gin life’s struggle over again, what Is to 
become of the parentiess, ownerless chil- 
dren? Who is to shelter them. clothe, feed, 
instruct them and fit them for lives of use- 
fulness? 

It is in the rescue of these orphans, waifs 
from the highway of death itself, that the 
missionaries devote a large part of their 
working hours. Once inside a mission 
compound, the poor, little starveling, if 
care and food have not come too late, 1s 
supported by funds sent to the missionaries 
by the American people. 

Among the many starving orphan chil- 
dren gathered in from the fields by Dr. 
Taylor and his wife, mifsionaries at Ahme- 
dabad,. there came one little girl who in- 
sisted on entering the house. She came into 
the library, and after a brief look about, 
lisped in her own tongue. “Please, may I 
die here?” and then threw herself down on 
the floor and went to sleep. It is gratifying 
to add that the iong sleep and the hot milk 
afterward given to this child, saved her 
from death and she was added to the fold 
of orphans in Mr. Taylor's care. 

Bihsop Thoburn, the dean of missionartes 
in India. who is now in this country for 
the recovery of his health, said to the Post. 
Dispatch: ‘The highways are covered with 
people, many of whom are mere walking 
skeletons, vainly seeking a region where 
food can be found. Children, whose parents 
have perished, are wandering cverywhore. 
The spectacle is one of the most painful 
which can be found on earth. The cries of 
the orphans, if they could only enter into 
the ears of all good people in distant lands, 
would stir the Christian world to such a 
movement of sympathy and help as has 
never been witnessed on earth.’ 

But whence is to come the money for tho 
support of these helpless little ones? A 
plan for the solution of this problem has 
been formed by Dr, Louls Klopsch, proprie- 
tor of the Christian Herald, He says; 

“Living expenses tn India are light. Thao 
expense of caring for the 500,000 orphans,

while stupendous in the aggregate, ‘* yet 
easily within reach when considered by 
one. It is not to be expected that any one 
person should assume the whole responsl- 
billty, yet everyone can do something. 
“Hive cents for every working day or 3) 
cents a week will clothe, feed, shelter and 
instruct a child, and there are but few pev- 
ple who cannot undertake the responsibil- 
itv for one child, giving part themselves 
and collecting the balance from friends and 
neighbors. To every person so contributing 
will be given the name and address of the 
orphan for whom they have assumed re- 
sponsibility, and once every three months 
they will receive an English letter from 
India, either from the child or from its 
teacher, reporting the progress it is mak-

ing. I am sure the charitable, sympathetic 
people of our prosperous country will prove 
equal to the occasion and tens of thousands 
of famine waifs will be saved for lives of 
Christian influence.”’ 

Dr. Klopsch’'s paper will receive 
pledges to this end and will cable ‘the 
money to India free of all expense, and 
weekly reports of pledges received will en- 
able the missionaries to take. promptly and 
quickly, as many children as there dre 
pledges. 

A plan on similar lines was adopted by 
Dr. Klopsch, for the support of orphans 
after the famine of 1897. The plan was suc- 
cessful, and since that year the money sent 
to India, through his paper, has supported 
thousands of the helpless ones, 
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of the new crusade of the Cross against 
pagans. 

There, he felt, was his mission. He could 
not rest inactive while there was work to 
be done. 

There was nothing to detain him, there 
could be no reproach for the breaking off 
of his novitiate. He went, and with him 
went the prayers of those monks who knew 
of his intention. 

“But when the war is over,” he said to 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch, “I shall return 
to Gethsemane, and never again leave it.”’ 


That means that he will return to a place 
where a man may pass half a century in 
a cell next door to that of a brother whose 
name and nationality are unknown to 
him, 

There are not three monks at Gethsemene 
who know the name of the President of the 
United States or the governor of Ken- 
tucky. 

Only a man with rare gifts is admitted 
to the order. It is a high tribute to Oscar 
Bachsteitz’s character and attainments 
that he was allowed to become a novice.

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~ SCIENTISTS BELIEVE HELENE SMITH. 
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She Is Said to Have Learned the Martian 


Language and Her 


Supporters Say She 


Has Lived Through Two Previous 


Incarnations—in One Being 
Marie Antoinette. 
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What marvels does not the science of 
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the future reserve for our successors, 


and who would dare to say that Martian humanity and terrestrial humanity will 
not some day enter into communication with each other? 


CAMILLE FLAMMARION. 


We are so far from knowing all the agents of nature and their divers modes 
of action that it would not be philosophical to deny phenomena solely because 


they are inexplainable in the actual state of our knowledge. 


LAPLACE, 
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ERE for the first time is told by Prof. 
H Flournoy of the University of Vien- 
na the astounding story of Mlle. 
Helene Smith of Geneva, Switzerland, 
whose trance feats have agitated the scien- 
tists and spliritualists of Europe. 

Mile. Smith has visited the planet Mars 
and brought communications from its in- 
habitants—so she and her thousands of ad- 
herents believe. 

Still more remarkable, she has learned 
the Martian language. It has been trans- 
cribed and analyzed by experts, and she 
has drawn pictures of Martian peoples and 
things. 

In visions she lHves again through two 
previous tncearnations. In the fifteenth cen- 
tury she was a Hindoo princess who per- 
ished on her husband's funeral pyre. In 
the eighteenth century she was Marie An- 
tcinette. 

While Impersonating the former character 
she writes and speaks a species of San- 
serit—a language of which in her proper 
person she is ignorant. 

As Marie Antoinette her handwriting re- 
sembles that of the ill-fated consort of 
Louis XVI, and her girlish personality 
takes on a regal dignity and grace. 

Mile. Smith makes nothing out of her 
trances. She is more wonderful than Mrs. 
Piper, but is not paid for her services as a 
medium. 

She is a beautiful, modest girl, of irre- 
proachable family and character and fills 
a responsible position in a commercial 
house. 

Even scientists acknowledge that her sin- 
cerity is beyond question. 

M. Flournoy is professor of psychology 
at the university. of Vienna and a scientist 
of the first repute. He made the acquaint- 
‘ance of Mile. Smith through Prof. August 
Lemaitre of the College of Geneva. 

These were his first impressions: 

“Having gladly accepted the invitation of 
my worthy colleague I found the medium in 
question, Mlle. Helene Smith, to be a beau- 
tiful woman, about 30 years of age, tall, vig- 
orous, of a fresh, healthy complexion, with 
hair and eyes almust black, of an open and 
intelligerit countenance, which at once in- 
voked sympathy. 

“She evinced nothing of the emaciated or 
tragic aspect which one habitually ascribes 
te the sibyls of tradition, but wore an air 
of health, of physical and mental vigor 
very pleasant to behold, anc which, by the 
way, is not often encountered in those who 
are good mediums.” 

Prof. Flournoy watched the development 
of Mile. Smith's extraordinary powers at 
spiritistic sceances and collected a mass of 
evidence which he is about to present in 
book form under the title ‘From India to 
the Planet Mars.” 

Through the courtesy of Harper Brothers 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch has been sup- 
plied with advance sheets of this import- 
ant work, and is thus first to lay before the 
American public the real story of Mlle. 
Smith's journey to Mars and her previous 
incarnations as Simandini and Marie An- 
toinette. 


Throughout her trances Mile. Smith is 
vivited by a spirit named Leopold, of whom 
Prof. Flournoy says: 

“The personality of Leopold maintains 
very complex relations with the preceding 
creations. On the one hand, it is very close- 
ly connected with the royal cycle, owing to 
the fact that the name of Leopold is only 
a pseudonym under which is concealed the 
jfllustrious Cagliostro, who, it appears, was 
madly infatuated with Queen Marie An- 
toinette, and who now. discarnate and 
floating in space, has constituted himself 
the guardian angel in some of 
Mile. Smith, in whom after a long search 
he has again found the august object of his 
‘unhappy passion of a century ago.” 

‘We dare to hope.’ says M. Camille 
Flammarion at the beginning of his work on 
the planet Mars, “that the day will come 
when scientifiC methods yet unknown to 
us will give us direct evidences of the ex- 
fetence of the inhabitants of other worlds, 
and at the same time also will put us tn 
communication with our. brothers’ in 
space.”’ : 

Prof. Flournoy belleves that Mlie. Smith's 
wonderfully complex mind was first di- 
rected tc Mars by a suggestion resembling 
that of Flammarion—although she is not 
believed to have read any astronomical 
work. 

This is how the Martian series of voyages 
began: 

At a seance at M. Lemuitre's house Hel- 
ene met a widow, Mme. Mirbel, who had 
been terribly afflicted by the loss of her 
Only son, Alexis, 17 years old. 

Helene had the vision first of a young 
man in the very detailed description of 
whom there was no difficulty in recognizing 
the deceased Alexis Mirbel; then of an old 
man whom the table called Raspail, 
brought by the young man that he might 
treat his mother’s eyes. 

Nothing in that seance recalled in any 
Way the planet Mars, and it could not be 
foreseen from anything that occurred there 
that Alexis Mirbel, disincarnated, would 
return later under the name of Esenale as 
official interpreter of the Martian language. 

It was altogether different a month la- 
ter at the second reunion at M. Lemaitre's, 
at which Mme. Mirbel was again present. 
On this occasion the astronomical dream 
appeared at once and dominated the entire 
seance, 

From the beginning, says the report of 
the seance, Mile. Smith perceived in the 
distance and at a great height a bright 

light, Then she feif a tremor which almost 
gauged her heart to cease beating, after 
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glass; under each lamp a 


were empty and as if she were no longer in 
the body. 

Mile. Smith, who had been ill at ease, 
finds herself feeling better; she distin- 
guishes three enormous globes, one of thém 
very beautiful. 

“On what am I walking?’ she asks. And 
the table replies: 

“On a world—Mars.”’ 

Helene then began a description of all 
the strange things which presented them- 
selves to her view and caused her as much 
surprise as amusement. Carriages without 
horses or wheels, emitting sparks as they 
glided by; houses with fountains on the 
roof; a cradle having for curtains an angel 
made of iron, with outstretched wings, etc. 

What seemed less strange were people 
exactly like the inhabitants of our earth 
Save that both sexes wore the same cos- 
tume, formed of trousers very ample, and 
a long blouse drawn tight about the waist 
and decorated with various designs. The 
child in the cradle was exactly like our 
children, according to the sketch which 
Helene made from memory after the se- 
ance. 

Finally she saw upon Mars a sort of vast 
assembly hall, in which was Prof. Raspail, 
having in the first row of his hearers the 
tintin, reece” tis asus? pete 

, ‘he s other for not 
having followed the medical prescription 
which he gave her a month previously. 

At the following sceance the Marttan lan- 
guage made its first appearance to the de- 
lighted spiritists and the perplexed scien- 
tists. This is Prof. Flournoy’s description 
of what happened: 


“Presently Helene begins to recite with 
increasing volubility an incomprehensible 
jargon the beginning of which is as follows 
(according to notes taken ky M. Lemaitre 
at the time as accurately as possible): 

“*Mitchma mitchmon mimini tchoualnem 
mimatchineg masichinof mezavi patelki 
abresinad navette naven navette mitchi- 
chenid naken chinoutoufiche.’ 

“After a few minutes Helene interrupts 
herself, crying out: ‘Oh, I have had enough 
of it; you say such words to me and I will 
never be able to repeat them.’ Then, with 
some reluctance, she consents to follow her 
interlocutrix into the car which was to carry 
her to Mars. 

“Arrived upon Mars she descends from 
the car and performs a complicated pan- 
tomime expressing the manners of Martian 
politeness: uncouth gestures with the 
hands and fingers, slapping of the hands, 
taps of the fingers upon the nose, the lips, 
the chin, etc., twisted courtesies, glidings 
and rotation on the floor, etc. It seems 
that is the way people approach and sa- 
lute each other up there. 

“I command her to speak French to me; 
seems to understand and replies in Martian, 
with an iritated and imperious tone. [ 
ask her to tell me her name; she replied, 
‘Vasimini Meteche.’ 


“With the idea that perhaps she ‘{s in- 
carnating’ the young Alexis, of whom she 
has spoken so much in the preceding 
phase, I urge Mme. Mirbel to approach her, 
and thereupon begins a scene of incarna- 
tion really very affecting. Mme. Mirbel ts 
on her knees, sobbing bitterly, in the pres- 
ence of her recovered son, who shows her 
marks of the most profound affection and 
caresses her hands ‘exactly as he was ac- 
customed to do during his last illness,’ all 
the time carrying on a discourse in Mar- 
tian, which the poor mother cannot under- 
Stand, but to which an accent of extrefne 
Sweetness and a tender intonation impart 
an evident meaning of words of consolation 
and filial tenderness. This pathetic duet 
lasted about ten minutes, and was brought 
to an end by a return to lethargic sleep, 
from which Helene awakened at the end of 
a quarter of an hour, pronouncing a short 
Martian word, after which she instantly 
recovered the use of her French and her 
normal waking state. 

“Questioned as to what had passed, Hel- 
ene, while drinking tea, narrates the dream 
which she has had. She has a suffictently 
clear memery of her journey and of what 
she has seen on Mars, with the exception 
of the young man, of whom she has re- 
tained only a recollection of the scene of 
incarnation.” 

That was only the beginning. With the 
aid of the spirit of Alexis Mirbel, whose 
Martian name was Ensenale, the langauge 

ras systematically developed and translat- 
ed into French—Mlle. Smith's mother 
tongue. Meanwhile the medium made many 
sketches of Martian houses, flowers, ani- 
mals and people. ; 

Most important of all Martian characters 
was ‘“‘the great man Astane,’”’ reincarnation 
on Mars of the Hindoo fakir Kanga, who 
was a devoted companion and friend of 
Simandini. He has preserved in his new 
existence the special character of savant 
or of sorcerer, which he formerly pos- 
sessed in India, and he has equally retained 
all his affection for his princess of old, who 
has been restored to him in Mile. Smith; 
he frequently utilizes his magic powers to 
evoke her—that is to say, to re-enter into 
spiritual communication with her, notwith- 
standing the distance between their actual 
places of habitation. 

The following are some details concern- 
ing a vision, which occupied the greater 
part of a seance: 

‘Helene in a vast, red, Initial light, sees 
a Martian street appear, lighted neither by 
lamps nor electricity, but by lights shin- 
ing through small windows in the walis of 
the houses. The interior of one of these 
houses becomes visible to her; a superb, 
aquare hall, ighted at each angle by a 
kind of lamp formed of four superposed 
globes—-two blue and two white—not of 
small

over which was a kind of cornucopia pour- 
ing forth water. 

“There were many ornamental plants. 
In the middle of the hall a grove, around 
which are placed & number of small tables 
with a polished surface like nickel. 


“There are young people in Martian robes; 
young girls with long hair hanging down 
their backs, and wearing at the back of the 
head a headdress of roses; colored blue or 
green butterflies attached to the neck.”’ 

Prof Flournoy subjects the Martian lan- 
guage to a careful analysis. He says: 

“It is necessary et the start to render this 
justice to the Martian (I continue to desig- 
nate it by that name for the sake of con- 
venience), namely, that it is indeed a lan- 
guage and not a simple jargon or gibberish 
of vocal noises produced at the hazard of 
the moment without any stability. 


“TI will add that in speaking fluently and | 
somewhat quickly, as Helene sometimes | 
does in somnambulism, it has an acoustic | 
quality altogether its own, due to the pre- | 
dominance of certain sounds, and has a pe- 
cullar intonation difficult to describe. Just 
as one distinguishes by ear foreign lan- 
guages which one does not understand, the 
whole dialect possessing a pecullar accent 
which causes it to be recognized, so in this 
case one perceives from the first syllables 
uttered, whether Helene is speaking Hindoo 
or Martian, according to the musical 
sonants and vowels belonging to each of the 
two idioms.’”’ 


But while he admits that Mile. Smith did 
not consciously invent the language. Prof. 
Flournoy comes to the conclusion that it 
is a product—and a very remarkable prod- 
uct—of her latent consciousness. He points 
out in detail its similarity in many _ re- 
spects to French, the only earthly lan- 
guage she Knows.

I We are so far from knowing all the agents of nature and their divers modes 
of action that it would not be philosophical to deny phenomena solely because 


they are inexplainable in the actual state of our knowledge. 
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ERE for the first time is told by Prof. 

H Flournoy of the University of Vien- 

na the astounding story of Mlle. 

Helene Smith of Geneva, Switzerland, 

whose trance feats have agitated the scien- 
tists and spiritualists of Europe. 

Mile. Smith has visited the planet Mars 
and brought communications from its in- 
habitants—so she and her thousands of ad- 
herents believe. 

Still more remarkable, she has learned 
the Martian language. It has been trans- 
cribed and analyzed by experts, and she 
has drawn pictures of Martian peoples and 
things. 

In visions she lives again through two 
previous incarnations. In the fifteenth cen- 
tury she was a Hindoo princess who per- 
ished on her husband's funeral pyre. In 
the eighteenth century she was Marie An- 
tcinette. 

While impersonating the former character 
she writes and speaks a species of San- 
serit—a language of which in her proper 
person she is ignorant. 

As Marie Antoinette her handwriting re- 
sembles that of the ill-fated consort of 
Louis XVI., and her girlish personality 
takes on a regal dignity and grace. 

Mile. Smith makes nothing out of her 
trances. She is more wonderful than Mrs. 
Piper, but is not paid for her services as a 
medium, 

She is a beautiful, modest girl, of irre- 
proachable family and character and fills 
a responsible position in a commercial 
house, 

Even scientists acknowledge that her sin- 
cerity is beyond question. 

M. Flournoy is professor of psychology 
at the university of Vienna and a scientist 
of the first repute. He made the acquaint- 
ance of Mile. Smith through Prof. August 
Lemaitre of the College of Geneva. 

These were his first impressions: 

“Having gladly accepted the invitation of 
my worthy colleague I found the medium in 
question, Mile. Helene Smith, to be a beau- 
tiful woman, about 30 years of age, tall, vig- 
orous, of a fresh, healthy complexion, with 
hair and eyes almost black, of an open and 
intelligent countenance, which at once in- 
voked sympathy. 

“She evinced nothing of the emaciated or 
tragic aspect which one habitually ascribes 
to the sibyJs of tradition, but wore an air 
of health, of physical and mental vigor 
very pleasant to behold, anc which, by the 
way, is not often encountered in those who 
are good mediums.” 

Prof. Flournoy watched the development 
of Mile. Smith's extraordinary powers at 
spiritistic sceances and collected a mass of 
evidence which he is about to present In 
book form under the title ‘“‘From India to 
the Planet Mars.”’ 

Through the courtesy of Harper Brothers 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch has been sup- 
plied with advance sheets of this import- 
ant work, and is thus first to lay before the 
American public the real story of Mlle. 
Smith's journey to Mars and her previous 
incarnations as Simandini and Marie An- 
toinette. 


Throughout her trances Mile. Smith is 
visited by a spirit named Leopold, of whom 
Prof. Flournoy says: 

“The personality of Leopold maintains 
very complex relations with the preceding 
creations. On the one hand, it is very close- 
ly connected with the royal cycle, owing to 
the fact that the name of Leopold is only 
a pseudonym under which Is concealed the 
{fllustrious Cagliostro, who, it appears, was 
madly infatuated with Queen Marie An- 
toinette, and who now. discarnate and 
floating in space, has constituted himself 
the guardian angel in some respects of 
Mile. Smith, in whom after a long search 
he has again found the august object of his 
‘unhappy passion of a century ago.” 

‘We dare to -hope."’ says: M. Camille 
Flammarion at the beginning of his work on 
the planet Mars, ‘‘that the day will come 
when ecientifiC methods yet unknown to 
us will give us direct evidences of the ex- 
istence of the inhabitants of other worlds, 
and at the same time also will put us tn 
communication with our. brothers’ in 
space.”’ 7 

Prof. Flournoy believes that Mlle. Smith's 
wonderfully’ complex mind was first di- 
rected tc Mars by a suggestion resembling 
that of Flammarion—although she is not 
believed to have read any astronomical 
work. 

This is how the Martian series of voyages 
began: 

At a seance at M. Lemuitre's house Hel- 
ene met a widow, Mme. Mirbel, who had 
been terribly afflicted by the loss of her 
only son, Alexis, 17 years old. 

Helene had the vision first of a young 
man in the very detailed description of 
whom there was no difficulty in recognizing 
the deceased Alexis Mirbel; then of an old 
man whom the table called Raspail, 
brought by the young man that he might 
treat his mother's eyes. 

Nothing in that seance recalled in any 
way the planet Mars, and it could not be 
foreseen from anything that occurred there 
that Alexis Mirbel, disincarnated, would 
return later under the name of Esenale as 
official interpreter of the Martian language. 

It was altogether different a month la- 
ter at the second reunion at M. Lemaitre's, 
at which Mme. Mirbel was again present. 
On this occasion the astronomical dream 
appeared at once and dominated the entire 
seance. 

From the beginning, says the report of 
the seance, Mile. Smith perceived in theo 
distance and at a great height a bright 

light. Then she felf a tremor which almost 
_eauged her heart to cease beating, after 
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glass; under each lamp a smail 


were empty and as if she were no longer in 
the body. 

Mile. Smith, who had been ill at ease, 
finds herself feeling better; she distin- 
guishes three enormous globes, one of thtm 
very beautiful. 

“On what am I walking?’ she asks. And 
the table replies: 

“On a world—Mars.” 

Helene then began a description of all 
the strange things which presented them- 
selves to her view and caused her as much 
surprise as amusement. Carriages without 
horses or wheels, emitting sparks as they 
glided by; houses with fountains on the 
roof; a cradle having for curtains an angel 
made of iron, with outstretched wings, etc. 

What seemed less strange were people 
exactly like the inhabitants of our earth 
Save that both sexes wore the same cos- 
tume, formed of trousers very ample, and 
& long blouse drawn tight about the waist 
and decorated with various designs. The 
child in the cradle was exactly like our 
children. according to the sketch which 
Helene made from memory after the se- 
ance. 

Finally she saw upon Mars a sort of vast 
assembly hall, in which was Prof. Raspail, 
having in the first row of his hearers the 
young Alexis Mirbel, who, by a typtological 
dictation, reproached his mother for not 
having followed the medical prescription 
which he gave her a month previously. 

At the following sceance the Marttan lan- 
guage made its first appearance to the de- 
lighted spiritists and the perplexed scien- 
tists. This is Prof. Flournoy’s description 
of what happened: 


“Presently Helene begins to recite with 
increasing volubility an incomprehensible 
jargon the beginning of which is as follows 
(according to notes taken ky M. Lemaitre 
at the time as accurately as possible):

“After a few minutes Helene interrupts 
herself, crying out: ‘Oh, I have had enough 
of it; you say such words to me and I will 
never be able to repeat them.’ Then, with 
some reluctance, she consents to follow her 
interlocutrix into the car which was to carry 
her to Mars. 

“Arrived upon Mars she descends from 
the car and performs a complicated pan- 
tomime expressing the manners of Martian 
politeness; uncouth gestures with the 
hands and fingers, slapping of the hands, 
taps of the fingers upon the nose, the lips, 
the chin, etc., twisted courtesies, glidings 
and rotation on the floor, etc. It seems 
that is the way people approach and sa- 
lute each other up there. 

“IT command her to speak French to me; 
seems to understand and replies in Martian, 
with an iritated and imperious tone. [ 
ask her to tell me her name; she replied, 
‘Vasimini Meteche.’ 


“With the idea that perhaps she 4s in- 
carnating’ the young Alexis, of whom she 
has spoken so much in thé preceding 
phase, I urge Mme. Mirbel to approach her, 
and thereupon begins a scene of incarna- 
tion really very affecting. Mme. Mirbel ts 
on her knees, sobbing bitterly, in the pres- 
ence of her recovered son, who shows her 
marks of the most profound affection and 
caresses her hands ‘exactly as he was ac- 
customed to do during his last illness,’ all 
the time carrying on a discourse in Mar- 
tian, which the poor mother cannot under- 
Stand, but to which an accent of extrefme 
Sweetness and a tender intonation impart 
an evident meaning of words of consolation 
and filial tenderness. This pathetic duet 
lasted about ten minutes, and was brought 
to an end by a return to lethargic sleep, 
from which Helene awakened at the end of 
a quarter of an hour, pronouncing a short 
Martian word, after which she instantly 
recovered the use of her French and her 
normal waking state. 

“Questioned as to what had passed, Hel- 
ene, while drinking tea, narrates the dream 
which she has had. She has a sufficiently 
clear memery of her journey and of what 
she has seen on Mars, with the exception 
of the young man, of whom she has re- 
tained only a recollection of the scene of 
incarnation.” 

That was only the beginning. With the 
aid of the spirit of Alexis Mirbel, whose 
Martian name was Ensenale, the langauge 
was systematically developed and translat- 
ed into French—Mlle. Smith’s mother 
tongue. Meanwhile the medium made many 
sketches of Martian houses, flowers, ani- 
mals and people. 

Most important of all Martian characters 
was ‘‘the great man Astane,’’ reincarnation 
on Mars of the Hindoo fakir Kanga, who 
was a devoted companion and friend of 
Simandini. He has preserved in his new 
existence the special character of savant 
or of sorcerer, which he formerly pos- 
sessed in India, and he has equally retained 
all his affection for his princess of old, who 
has been restored to him in Mile. Smith; 
he frequently utilizes his magic powers to 
evoke her—that is to say, to re-enter into 
spiritual communication with her, notwith- 
standing the distance between their actual 
places of habitation. 

The following are some details concern- 
ing a vision, which occupied the greater 
part of a seance:

“It is necessary et the start to render this 
justice to the Martian (I continue to desig- 
nate it by that name for the sake of con- 
venience), namely, that it is indeed a lan- 
guage and not a simple jargon or gibberish 
of vocal noises produced at the hazard of 
the moment without any stability. 


“IT will add that in speaking fluently and 
somewhat quickly, as Helene sometimes 
does in somnambulism, it has an acoustic 
quality altogether its own, due to the pre- 
dominance of certain sounds, and has a pe- 
cullar intonation difficult to describe. Just 
as one distinguishes by ear foreign lan-

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HICH child is the happier—that 
brought up among cannibals and 
other savages, or the pampered 

darling of your multi-milionaire? Looking 
over the records. of child-life as found 
among the aborigines in all parts of the 
world the question is as much of a puzzle 
as when it was first made a subject of 
discussion. Maybe it’s a mother's place to 
answer it—if it must be answered. Maybe 
it is as well to leave it unanswered. 
t Duke's son, cook's son or man-eater's 
60n, each seems to attain happiness in tis 
own particular way—only the ways differ. 
Yet mother's love is as deep felt and as 
radient in’ the wilds of Africa and in the 
gilded boudoirs of London and St. Louis 
as in the tents of the Asiatic nomad inaking 
a precarious living of insects. 
e Even as American wives and mothers try 
. id their utmost to make baby strong and ‘har- 
den” it, so do fur-covered or naked aborig- 
inex exercise their rude ingenuity to at- 
eS tei: this universsily desired end. 
‘ The first thing the Eskimo mother does 
e. wiih her babe ts to take the little one out 
of the tent, boat or hut and roll it naked 
in «lean snow. The more the newbern 
kicks against the procedure the better. The 
motion and commotion will develop his 
arms, legs and lungs. 

The native North Siberian woman fol- 
lows out a similar idea. Her baby ts ducked 
in an ice-cold stream as soon as it utters 
ita firat cry, and the process is repeated 
every morning during the first two weeks 
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of its earthy existence. Eskimo and North 
Siberian children are subject to few in- 
fantile diseases. Colds and similar diseases 
are entirely unknown among the people 

Yet there are also plenty of anti-cold 
water fanatics among the uncivilized. Para- 
guay Indians used all sorts of precautions to 
keep from the baby every draught of cold 
air or wind. They wrap it up closely, bed 
it under cover and allow it hardly enough 
air to breathe. 

Both the natives of the Fiji Islands (Avus- 
tralasia) and of the Andaman _ Islands 
(Asia) carry their anti-cold ideus to such 
lengths as to ‘refuse to touch baby with 
their hands unless the latter were previous 
lv warmed before the fire The children 
get only well-heated food, and the mother 
while nursing a baby crawis into a big 
fur coat to promote perspiration. 

Love and the desire to harden their little 
ones drive Andaman parents to another ex 
tremity. As their islands are covered with 
primeval forests in which thorn bushes 
abound inost cruel wounds are inflicted upon 
naked body in the bush. Hence it becomes 
desirable to toughen the cuticle. With that 
idea in mind the natives rip the skin of 
their children from neck to toes with knives, 
placing one long, narrow wound next to 
the other, the result being a succession of 
scars, offering considerable resistence to 
the penetrating thorns, 

Dirty nurseries are no more plentiful! 
among savage peoples and tribes than in 
Civilized quarters, {f we may call them so

grown up, insist upon bathing their little 


ones regularly. Even if the water on the 
Shore or river happens to be frozen the 
youngsters don’t escape a dip, a hole being 
cut in the ice. 

Warm ablutions for babies and children 
are customary among some tribes of Hrit- 
ish India and among the Kirghizes' in 
West Siberia. The Kirghizes Mnabit a 
well-favored ccuntry full of Southern fruit 
and game. Théir principal meat diet is 
mutton. Soon after birth the baby is 
bathed in the foam that floats on top of 
a sheep soup--there is nothing too good for 
it just then. Thereafter it must be content 
to be ducked in hot water. 

The majority of Tartar tribes believe in 
the efficacy of salt as a meuns for tough- 
ening and strengthening the young body. 
Before every bath, even before every wash, 
the little one is eovered with salt from head 
to foot it must He in a bed of salt for 
hours. Salt is sprinkled between its toes, 
under its arms. and in every fold of the 
flesh It must talk salt even with its 
mother’s milk. Salt plays a decided part 
in the hygiene of most Oriental tribes. 

The negro tribes in the British, German, 
Spenish, French and Portuguese territories 
of Africa use butter only for rubbing it into 
the skins of their babies-—the don't eat it. 
Particularly after the first bath of the new- 
born the sweetest butter obtainable is used 
in that way the natives hope to paralyze the 
influence of the tropical sun on the tender 
body, a view which is shared by the Hotten- 
tots, whe, however, waste no time with 
bathing. They apply the butter every morn- 
ing, and then let the baby lie in the sitn. 
That, they say, will strengthen him against 
Sunstroke in later years. 

Some ne gro tribes keep their children ex- 
ceedingly clean. But the cleanest savages 
are the slave caste on the Island of Mal- 
abur, British India, who wash their off- 
spring twice a day with warm water, while

The 
necroes of Celesbes belleve in warm anda 
cold baths for children and rub oil or outter 
into their skin afterward. 

fefore the gallant Chippewas were dis- 
persed over a great part of the West, and 
thus became amenable to civilizatlon, they 
made it a rule to wash a child once--and 
never again. The one wash took place soon 
after birth with becoming ceremonies. ‘Char 
had to suffice the noble red brother tor 
the rest of his days. Of course, the Great 
Spirit sometimes washed their faces with 
rain or thetr bodies by an accidental plunge 
into a river. 

Of the great army of unwashed savages 
the Hottentots have perhaps the best ex- 
cuse for being dirty. Water is so rare In 
their steppes that the supply often hardly 
suffices for drinking purposes. 

The majority of settled Asiatic and Af- 
riean tribes let their children go naked up 
to the time they are able to provide some 
sort of covering for themselves, and this 
absence of clothes is very beneficial to the 
development of the young body. The Ori- 
entll savages, on the other hand, swathe 
their children from the armpits down anid 
wrap them up so tightly that they can't 
move their lower limbs. AS a consequence 
the bables frequently have bow legs and 
crooked legs—the legs being usually the 
weakest part of their body. 

There are Indian tribes that feel bound 
to “correct”? the shape of their children's 
heads. To make the sige long and 
pointed they strap the baby on a plece 
of wood, place its cranium between two 
boards or stones and leave it in this post- 
tion for months at a time. 

Nomadic tribes, with whom mobility 
counts much, also swathe the baby for 
the purpose of carrying it the easier.

An Inquiry Aroused by a Frenchman and Set 
Forth With Some Detail in This Conden- 
sation, Made for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, of Prof. Geble’s Book 


And there is no child's game, old or new,. 


for which the aborigines have not an equiv- 
alent. At the same time their children are 
more expert in the matter of hunting and 
fishing than ours 

Very few savage tribes ever punish chil- 
dren The Australian natives, indeed, re- 
Bard even a harsh word spoken to a child 
as an act of wanton cruelty. The Fiji Isl- 
anders, a very fierce race, oceasionally for- 
get themselves so far as to strike a child, 
but If they do they expect the little ones to 
turn upon them and repay them to the best 
of their ability. They would regard them 
as cowards if they didn’t. Girls are not 
highly esteemed, but the father takes great 
pride in having his sons accompany him on 
all expeditions. And the naughtier the boy 
—from our standpoint—-the more promising 
he is in their eyes. Of house laws and regu- 
lations, so called, early rising alone is en- 
forced and sleepiness punished by a cold 
bath or by sticking a pin into the culprit's 
leg. The girls usually stand by the mother; 
but if a boy maltreats his maternal parent 
when physically able to do so, it's not re- 
garded as a disgrace or as unnatural. 

Many savage people seem to be con- 
scious of their weakness toward the young

At the same time they make 
no effort to recover the baby alleged to be 
kidnapped, and many familles have @ rece 
ord of six to twelve stolen sons who appaer- 
ently vanished from the face of the earth 
before they were weaned. 

Many years afterward, fifteen to eighteen 
after the first kidnapping case, the original 
lost son reports at his father’s house, 
where he is received with open arms. In 
the meanwhile this baby, boy and young 
man dwelt in the family of some poor devil, 
whose penury he sharedd as well as after- 
ward his work. Of his parents, his pros- 
pects, he never had an inkling until the 
hour when it came to leave-taking. Chil- 
dren of the rich so brought up can hardly 
fail to become an ornament to their tribes. 
Perhaps it wouldn't be a bad idea if some 
millionaire tried this scheme.

EVER since that day when Charles 
and Mdry Lamb went, hand in hand, 
to seek the shelter of a madhouse 

has there been uw sadder episode of the kind 
than the voluntary departure 10 days ago 
of Charles H Hoyt, playwright and good 
fellow, from his native village to a retreat 
for lost minds tn the city of Hartford. 

Not ‘'n its long history has Charlestown 
given such a welcome to any man as its 
popular idcl, Charles H. Hoyt, received on 
his return from Hartford a few evenings 
ago. 

His rescue is due to the personal inter- 
vention of an old newspaper friend who 
lived many years in this village before the 
Playwright started out to make his own 
way In the world. 

To speak of the writer-manager in any 
other way than “Charlie Hoyt” is to give 
personal offense to every citizen here. They 
have all known him, boy and man. His 
youth and young manhood were spent here, 
though he was born in Concord. 

The story of the departure for the hospi- 
tal was told to the Sunday Post-Dispatch by 
the old gardener, Thomas Davies, who has 
spent 30 years in the employ of the Hoyt 
family.

In thus violating the traditions of Fng- 
lish society Mr. Rockefeller has accentua- 
ted the hostility felt here agains® William 
Waldorf Astor. When the Astor-Milne 
incident took place there was much indig- 
nation against a ‘‘presumptuous American 
millionaire’’ who dared order a British na- 
val hero out of doors. Hardly has this feel- 
ing had time to subside, when along comes 
another American with even more millions 
than Astor, who wears plain clothes of 
every-day make, Ives in a suite of rooms 
in a hotel and puts on absolutely no airs. 
Here was Astor putting on too many airs, 
and here again is Rockefeller, who doésn't 
put on enough. How awfully unreason- 
able these Yankee millionaires are, to be 
sure! 

Through all this. Mr. Rockefeller goes 
along with absolute indifference. The com- 
ments of the English papers do not annoy 
him, because he does not read the English 
papers. He quietly informed a London re- 
porter who asked him about this feature. 
Mr. Rockefeller said he never “ead the En- 
glish papers ‘‘because they contained no 
news.’ This was a plece of shocking ef- 
frontery even for an American multi-mil- 
lionaire, and the comments of the press 
grew even more severe. Upon the top of 
all this came the dispatch from New York 
that Mr. Rockefeller had given $100,000 for 
another settlement house in that metropo- 
lis Such liberality staggered the British, 
and Mr. Rockefeller was reckoned “too 
much.”’ 

Promenaders on the beach at Leaming- 
ton assert that Mr. Rockefeller when in 
bathing swims like an expert, which 1s 
very wrong, y’ Know, for a millionaire. So 
vulgar and all that to swim just like a 
member of the coast guard, who has gut 
to swim for a living and all that. Indeed, 
there is some hidden resentment here that 
Mr. Rockefeller swims at all, when, with 
his millions, he could so easily hire some- 
body else to swim for him. 

But Mr. Rockefeller swims every day, 
and at the same hour. An awe-struck 
crowd watches him in wonder and notes 
that he has only the same number of 4:1ms 
and legs as an ordinary morial, and tnat 
his bathing suit-is not a good fit. 

Mr. RockefeHer's shirts, collars and cra- 
vats, let it be here remarked, are anvther 
cause of public comment. His shirts are 
plain white, so are his ewilars, while his 
cravats are plain black. ‘This is severe 
on the gilded youth, and some who are no 
longer in their youth, when the fiery nature 
of your real Englishman's linen is consid- 
ered.

You don’t believe it? Then read the fol- 
lowing true stories of the adventures of 
mobe-busting millionaires: 

Willlam K. Vanderbilt, Jr., stands at 
the head of the automobile fraternity in 
this country because he has a French 
machine of greater speed and more 
wicked temper than any other in Amer- 
ica, because he has broken the record from 
Newport to Boston and back, and because 
he has frightened more people and poultry 
and had more trouble with the police than 
any other automobilist. 

But his chief claim to leadership is that 
he has been more nearly killed by his 
‘“‘mobe”’ in more kinds of ways than any 
other millionaire in the United States. 

Mrg Vanderbilt’s most stirring experience 
was with the high-spirited machine which 
preceded his French flyer. He started out 
from Newport one night in a fog, bound for 
Belvoir. Arthur Kemp, in command of a 
second automobile, made the pace. 

When he reached the su it of Gros- 
venor’s Hill young Mr. Vanderbilt tried to 
apply the brake. It wouldn't work. The 
machine tore down hill like a cannon-ball. 
Its owner threw over the lever to reverse 
the power. It was done too suddenly. 
The ‘‘mobe” snorted and turned a somer- 
sault. 

When young Mr. Vanderbilt was pulled 
from under the wreckage he was believed 
to be dead. He was unconscious, and there 
was a large gash in his head. But after 
a few days in bed he recovered to order a 
new automobile—one that could turn somer- 
saults without converting itself into a 
scrap-heap. 

Col. John Jacob Astor has three young 

and frisky automobiles in the stables of 
Ferncliffe, his riverside home at Rhinebeck. 
The other day he took his little son Vincent 
out for a spin in one of them, which ts de- 
scribed as a gasoline phaeton. 
Two miles from home Col. Astor essayed 
to turn for the return trip. The highway 
was narrow and the “‘mobe”’ impatient. It 
lashed the air with its rear wheels, and Vin- 
cent Astor shot out onto the sward by the 
roadside. 

While Col. Astor tried in vain to soothe it 
the machine leaped in the air, turned a 
somersault and came down against a stone 
wall, badly damaging itself. 

Col. Astor’s hands were severely cut. He 
walked home with his son, had them ban- 
daged, and ‘finished the interrupted outing 
in his electric mobe, which has proved s0 
far a little more docile.

August Belmont bought a bucking auto. 
mobile, but he wisely tried it on his grooms 
before tackling it himself. They escaped 
with a scalding and some broken ribs and 
bruises. This happened at Hempstead. 

Oliver H. P. Belmont’s automobile as« 
saulted a truck and tried to destroy it, 
wrecking itself in the attempt. The per 
sons immediately concerned were more 
frightened than hurt. 

W. F. Draper, Jr., son of Gen. Draper, 
American ambassador to Italy, had what 
they call In Kentucky “a little fuss” with 
his automobile a few weeks ago. 

He and his coachman, Joseph Thomp- 
son, were driving from Jamaica to Bay- 
shore, L I. While running at a high speed 
Mr. Draper inadvertently struck the steer- 
ing lever held by Thompson. The machine 
wheeled sharply to the left and turned 
head over wheels. 

Man and master were flung many feet 
away and knocked senseless. They were 
laid up for many days thereafter. 

Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish; one of the most vi- 
vacious matrons In the Four Hundred, came 
to grief while driving with Miss Greta Pom- 
eroy. Demoralized from some cause un- 
known, her “mobe” dashed into a stone 
wall, disabling itself and ungallantly spill- 
ing its fair owner and her guest on the 
greensward, which was fortunately soft. 

Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs had a like experi- 
ence with an auto of equally uncertain tem- 
per. It turned a somersault—a favorite ex~- 
ercise of automobiles—and gave her and her 
poodle a severe fright. 

Henry Clews, Jr., drives about Newport 
in an automobile of fairly good disposition 
but such terrifying appearance that the 
other day !t caused the wreck of a $100 plate 
glass window. : 

Its owner had stopped at the rellway sta- 
tion to buy tickets for New York and the 
auto was left standing outside. A pair of 
highsteppers shied at it, and a bicyclist in 
trying to avoid them struck the curbstone 
and was projected through the window into 
a barroom. 

The millionaires of Philadelphia have been 
no less unfortunate with frisky automobiles 
than those of New York. 

Peter A. B. Widener’s auto ran into a 
house and tried to batter a hole in ¥ with 
disastrous results to itself. Mr. Widener 
had a narrow escape. 

George W. Childs Drexel’s automobile also 
developed diabolical tendencies. While in 
the stable under orders to get up steam it 
exploded and wrecked the building.

When we 
first opened our house we were prepared to 
throw a series of rooms into a suite the 
rental of which would have been $20,000 
a year; but at that time there was no call 
for it. The greatest demand seems to be 
for suites of five rooms, with baths, which 
rent for $7500 a year. These prices are for 
unfurnished rooms.” 

There are no fewer than 60 bulldings In 
the country in which rents for apartments 
run as high as $5000 to $7500. Yet the bulld- 
ing of such composite palaces is etill in its 
infancy. Apartments which rent for from 
$1200 to $2500 are about as common now as 
were private houses a few years ago. 

The prices paid for apartments are fairly 
accurate indexes of the incomes enjoyed 
by the renters, of course. According to 
the usual standards, the paying of from 
$1200 to $2500 a year rental for apartments 
would imply incomes of from $5000 to $10,000 
a year. But to pay in rent of from $000 
to $12.000 for apartments, an annual outlay 
for which there is nothing to show at the 
end of the year except the memory of 18 
months of luxury. implies a much greater 
proportionate income. 

It is safe to say, then, that the Income of 
such an apartment dweller must generally 
be at legst $100,000 a year; In many cases 
it is much more. Basing a conclusion on 
the present popularity of high priced apart- 
ments, it seems clear than there is a s#ur- 
prising number of men tn the United States 
whose incomes are $150,000 or more a year.
